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Village to use new 
law to find land 
trust ownership 


by I.YNN ASINOP 


Wheeling officials soon will take steps 


to Implement n new state law that re- 
quires disclosure of the names of persons 
who benefit from land trusts, requesting 
official action by the village. 


The law, which became effective Oct. 


1. will affect all land trusts that seek zon- 
ing changes, special-use permits, build- 
Ing permits or licenses. In the past, the 
names of beneficiaries were secret, and 
official action was taken by the village 
without knowing who would benefit. 


Village Mgr. UeorRo Passolt said the 


village has requested a copy of the Inw. 
He said the village, however, will not 
take any steps to require disclosure until 
the law is reviewed by Iho village attor- 
ney. "Until I see the bill Itself, I can't 
make any arrangements," he said. 


Passolt said that in order to comply 


with the stale law Iho village will have to 
release Iho names of such beneficiaries if 
they arc requested. 


S T A T K K K P . J o h n Porter, 


R-Evanston. sponsor of the act, said It 
docs not require the village to pass any 
special ordinances or resolutions. "I 
think the law Is self-executing," he said. 


Carter said, however, the village Is 


now responsible for gathering the names, 
addresses and Interests of the benefi- 
ciaries of nny trust seeking village nc- 


Moran sworn in 
as police, fire 
commissioner 


Wheeling's now police and fire com- 


missioner, Michael Moran, was sworn In 
yesterday by the village clerk after being 
appointed by the village board Monday 
night. 


Moran also declared his political affi- 


liation with tho Democratic Party, as re- 
quired by law. No more than two of tho 
three members on the commission arc 
allowed to belong to the same political 
party. 


The appointment Monday was made 


two weeks after Peter Egan resigned 
from tho commission because of an up* 
coming move to Arizona. Several board 
members opposed tho appointment, say- 
Ing they wanted more timo to consider 
the five applicants for the post. 


Despite these objections, three trustees 


pushed through the appointment, saying 
the vacancy was causing problems for 
tho commission, which Is currently Inter- 
viewing prospective policemen and fire- 
men. 


Mornn will now be able to participate 


In these screening activities. His first 
regular meeting will not be until Nov. in. 


tlon. "I think they might have to change 
some of the forms they use for zoning 
applications," he said. "It's their respon- 
sibility to sec that their applications ask 
for that information." 


Tho law requires that disclosure be 


made cither "under oath or 
affirma- 


tion." Porter explained that such testi- 
mony requires the seal of a notary pub- 
lic, and thus persons who give false In- 
formation could be charged with perjury. 


"The theory of the bill is that the gov- 


ernment ought to have the right to know 
the real parties with whom they arc 
dealing," he said. 


Tho secrecy of land trusts previously 


has become an issue in Wheeling when 
zoning changes were granted without 
public disclosure of who was benefited 
by the action. 


For example, apartment zoning for 47 


lota In the W. Strong Street area was 
granted to a land trust. Despite the con- 
troversy surrounding the zoning, it took 
several months before court proceedings 
revealed that the land was owned by 
Douglas Carglll, a member of the zoning 
board at the time. 


PORTEH SAID several municipalities 


had required public disclosure of the 
trust beneficiaries even before the state 
law was passed. Other towns arc now in 
tho process of drawing up ordinances 
that require such disclosure. 


For example, Mount Prospect has di- 


rected Its attorney to draw up an ordi- 
nance that will parallel the new state 
law. 


In DCS Plalncs, the city council is con- 


sidering amending the zoning codes to 
require complete disclosure of trust ben- 
eficiaries, including those who were part 
of the trust during the past 12 months. 
This part of tho ordinance Is designed to 
prevent persons from withdrawing from 
the trust prior to seeking zoning action, 
and then rejoining the trust after action 
is taken. 


Porter said other legislation Is pending 


that would require trust disclosures in 
other areas, Including those trusts that 
arc Involved with government contracts.

Planners to weigh checks on builders 


The Wheeling Plan Commission tonight 


will discuss various check-list procedures 
designed to mako sure that developers 
will keep promises made to the village. 


Recently the 'plan commission has 


found two developers who have failed to 
install slow-down lanes and sidewalks 
promised at the time their projects were 
reviewed. The check-list would prevent 
the developers from overlooking such 
promised improvements in the future. 


Members of the village board have en- 


dorsed this checklist procedure, and 
have even suggested that it might be 
made part of the village codes. Plan 
commission members are expected to 
explore this possibility as well. 


THE COMMISSION is also scheduled 


to review final plans for a truck terminal 
development located south of Hintz Road 
east of the Soo Line Railroad tracks. The 
project has been opposed by residents 
and some officials because of potential 
traffic problems on Hintz Road. The mat- 
ter is currently before the village board 
for zoning approval. 


P'l a n s for the Devoncourt Con- 


dominiums, the third phase of Lakeside 
Villas on- Hintz Road, will be reviewed by 
the commission. The project is the high- 
density section of the Lakeside Villas de- 
velopment, and is located west of Mal- 
lard Lake'Apartments. 


The 'developers are also submitting 


plans to •subdivide the Devoncourt prop- 
erty from Lakeside Villas. This proposed 


subdivision will come before the commis- 
sion tonight. 


Plan commission members are sched- 


uled to elect officers. This election was 
delayed because of a long-standing va- 
cancy on the commission. Now that the 
vacancy has been filled, new officers will 
be chosen. 


The meeting will begin at 7:30 p.m. at 


the village hall, 255 W. Dundee Road. 


Trustees don't 
like park 
garage idea 


A proposal for a joint village-park dis- 


trict garage has been met with little en- 
thusiasm by members of the Wheeling 
Village Board. 


The district proposed building a joint 


garage that would span the boundary be- 
tween village and park property behind 
the village hall. Board members how- 
ever, said there is little advantage to the 
shared garage unless it is built entirely 
on park district property. 


Trustee Ron Bruhn noted that the vil- 


lage originally was going- to give the 
park district the newly purchased sew- 
age treatment plant on Nancy Lane in 
exchange for building the garage on park 
land. lie said that If the garage is built 
on village land, the park district would 
be getting access to the Nancy Lane 
property without any exchange benefit to 
the village. 
' 
'• 


"I don't think there is any advantage 


at all In something like this," Bruhn 
said. "We're providing the park district 
with access to a piece of property that 
otherwise they wouldn't have." 


THE PARK DISTRICT originally pro- 


posed the joint garage when it was 
learned that the installation of sewer 
lines would jack the cost of the garage 
$10,000 at their proposed site. They ap- 
proached the village about sharing a ga- 
rage facility, saying the two agencies 
would be ablcito share'the cost of utili- 
ties and construction. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt, however, 


noted that the construction of a joint ga- 
rage might cost the village more than a 
separate garage facility. He said that a 
joint garage would have to be built near 
where the park and village property 
meet, requiring extra footage for sewer 
and water lines and roadway access. 


"Maybe it might only cost one third of 


that if we attach it on to the rear end of 
the (municipal) building," he said. 


PASSOLT said the park district is re- 


luctant to build the joint garage on its 
land because of the shortage of land. 
"They're getting to the point where they 
don't have that much property to give 
up," he said. The manager also noted 
that the park district has given a great 
deal of land for village storm water re^ 
tcntion projects.

"I think both boards have to get to- 


gether to hash it out," said Trustee Ed 
Berger. The board members asked Pas- 
solt to contact the park district to ar- 
range further discussions. 
'•. 


The park district is building a maintop 


nance garage to be financed with funds; 
approved in last year's park improve- 
ments referendum. The village is pro-' 
posing a storage garage that will house 
village vehicles.

The judges, who 
will also decide the fate of Theodore J. Isaacs, were not 
expected to announce their decision for two or three months. 


Water treatment plants to cost more 


Gov. Daniel Walker's administration made it official yester- 


day that local governments arc going lo have to pay an extra 
5 per cent of the cost of new water treatment plants. Walker, 
In announcing a new $4.10 million grant allocation, said the 
Metropolitan Sanitary District of Greater Chicago is expected 
to get about $214.5 million of the $430 million. The new grant 
formula Li based on a 25 per cent local government contribu- 
tion. Old plans had localities paying only 20 per cent. 


2nd Chicago bank lowers prime rate 


The Harris Bnnk of Chicago has announced It was lowering 


Hi prime lending rate to 9fi per cent from the record high of 
10 per cent, effective immediately. Harris became the second 
Chicago bank to lower the rate, following the move by North- 
ern Trust Co.

Ash threatens veto of Alaska pipeline 
President Nixon's top budget official has threatened a veto 


of the trans-Alaska oil pipeline bill unless changes demanded 
by the administration arc made, Rep. John Mclchcr, D-Mont,, 
said. The veto threat, made by Roy Ash, was to a provision 
allowing the Federal Trade Commission to go to court to seek 
injunctions If the Justice Department docs not act within 10 
days on an FTC complaint of deceptive business practices.

VapoRub linked to lung problem in mice 
A team of Harvard researchers has found the widely used 


Vlcta Vapoltub suppresses "the natural Immune defense of 
mice, making them more susceptible to bacterial pncu- 
monln," tbo Boston Globe reported. The VapoRub manufac- 
turer said "There has never been any indication that the 
phenomenon observed in mice ... In fact occurs In man." 
Researchers cautioned the findings "arc not at this point an 
indictment against Vicks." In Washington, final congressional 
approval was given to a bill aimed at protecting children 
from lead-based paint poisoning. The bil OKs spending $125 to 
find, and eliminate the hazard. 


Hope to keep Skylab mission on schedule 
Engineers were hopeful yesterday they could be able to pop 


two partially collapsed rocket fuel tanks back Into shape to 
keep America's final Skylab mission on schedule. The tanks 
on the rocket were damaged Tuesday, threatening to delay 
the Nov. 10 liftoff. 


Jersey Turnpike fog leads to 9 deaths 
A shroud of fog and a smoldering garbage fire dropped visi- 


bility to zero on the New Jersey Turnpike yesterday, trigger- 
ing 30 chain reaction accidents near Rutherford. At least 0 
persons were killed and 43 Injured. Police sold "they had so 
much fog they couldn't even find the accidents." 


Rhodes gets clear road for GOP Leader post

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Soviets demand U.S. pressure on 
Israel to halt action against Arabs 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI) - The Soviet 


Union demanded Wednesday night that 
the United States force Israel to curb its 
activities against the Arabs, that the 
United Nations Invoke sanctions against 
the Israelis and U.N. members cut dip- 
lomatic relations with them. 


"No reasonable man will believe the 


impotence of the United States in this 
matter," Soviet Ambassador Yakov A. 
Malik told the U.N. Security Council. 


Egypt asked at the opening of the 


meeting that the United States and the 
Soviet Union salvage the shaky cease- 
fire they arranged by sending troops 
to police the truce-something the United 
States immediately rejected. 


Egypt charged that even while the Se- 


curity Council convened Egyptian troops 
were under attack in the Sinai and Israel 
was refusing to permit U.N. truce ob- 
servers into some parts of the front. 


The White House said earlier it had no 


intention of sending any military forces 
to the war zone and hoped no one else 
would either. The Soviets had no imme- 
diate comment. 


Egyptian Foreign Minister Mohammed 


Hassan El-Zayyat summoned the Secur- 
ity Council to its third emergency session 


this week and told the 15-nation body: 


"These are dangerous times in our his- 


tory and the dangers are developing 
quickly. We are here to discuss the break- 
down of the cease-fire.under the resolu- 
tions passed at the request of the United 
States and the Soviet Union." 


"A new aggression has broken out in 


the Middle East and a new war is going 
on." 


EL-ZAYYAT SAID that even as he 


spoke Egyptian forces on the east bank 
of the Suez Canal were under attack by 
1 a s e r-guldcd U.S.-built missiles and 
American-produced Phantom jets. He 
said U.N. observers were told by Israeli 
commanders that they could not go into 
certain sectors of the Egyptian-Israeli 
front. "These observers are going to be 
post mortem observers," he said. 


President Anwar Sadat appealed a few 


hours earlier for dispatch of U.S. and So- 
viet troops to police the cease-fire.

Swirl around Nixon: 


-News conference on TV tonight 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -President Nix- 


on, described as preoccupied with the 
Middle East, canceled a nationwide ad- 
dress Wednesday night on the Watergate 
crisis still engulfing him, and scheduled 
a televised news conference for tonight. 


Nixon will meet reporters at 8 p.m. in 


the White House East Room, his first 
public appearance since the capital and 
much of. the country was shaken by the 
tumultuous series of events that began 
over the weekend. 


Although Nixon drove to Camp David, 


Md., late Tuesday presumably to com- 
pose his scheduled speech for Wednesday 
night, the White House said he spent 
most of the evening conferring with Sec- 
retary of State Henry A. Kissinger and 
other advisers about the Middle East. 


. His telephone discussions with Kissin- 
ger continued in person when Nixon re- 
turned to Washington at mid-morning. A 
little later, the White House announced 


the Wednesday night speech was called 
off. 


White House sources Indicated that 


while the President had become pre- 
occupied with the Mideast, some ad- 
visers had suggested to him that a news 
conference might be a more preferable 
way than a formal speech of getting 
across his position on the developments 
of the past few days. 


The White House responded sharply to 


a charge by AFL-CIO President George 
Meany that "the events of the last sev-; 
eral days prove the dangerous emotional!

-Bork promises thorough probe 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Acting Attor- 


ney General Robert H. Bork promised 
Wednesday to vigorously investigate the 
Watergate scandal and said he would — 
if he found It necessary — sue President 
Nixon to obtain additional tape record- 
ings and documents. 


In his first press conference after tak- 


ing over the Justice Department Satur- 
day night when his,two superiors quit, 


Bork said he too nearly resigned follow- 
ing the upheaval that followed President 
Nixon's order to fire special Watergate 
prosecutor Archibald Cox. 


Bork said he reluctantly bowed to Nix- 


on's wishes to fire Cox after Attorney 
General Elliot L. Richardson and Deputy 
Attorney General William D. Ruck- 
elshaus refused and then resigned. 


Cox was fired after he refused to abide 


by Nixon's order to cease his court de- 
mands to secure the White House Water- 
gate tapes, although Nixon did an abrupt 
about-face Tuesday and announced he 
would surrender the tapes after all. 


Bork told reporters that he, on Nixon's 


orders, intended to conduct a thorough 
Watergate Investigation and that if he 
came to the point where he needed more 
tapes and documents than Nixon has 


•Cox fuels speculation 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Archibald 


Cox said Wednesday that, at the time he 
was fired as Watergate prosecutor, his 
staff was looking into large political con- 
tributions — "chiefly In cosh" — raised 
by the White House staff in 1970. 


Cox sold his special prosecution force, 


which has now been transferred to the 
Justice Department by President Nixon's 
order, was also investigating "possible 
abuses" of national security and other 
government agencies, including the In- 
ternal Revenue Service. 


Asked what Investigations he had been 


pursuing that might have been worrying 
the White House, he said he couldn't an- 
swer with "complete assurance." 


He declined to comment on reports 


that his staff also had been investigating 
the possible diversion of campaign con- 
tributions to a private Investment trust 
fund for the President. 


Cox declined to say whether he had 


evidence sufficient to compel Congress to 


Impeach Nixon. But he-said he saw "sig- 
nificance" in the willingness of Nixon's 
chief accuser, ex-White House' counsel 
John W. Dean III, to face perjury 
charges. 


The pressure on President Nixon over 


the Cox firing and its aftermath contin- 
ued in both houses of Congress Wednes- 
day. 


In the Senate, the Republican lead- 


ership voted unanimously to urge Nixon 
to name a new special Watergate prose- 
cutor, agreeing that If he doesn't, U.S. 
District Court Judge John Sirica should. 


The leaders also made It clear they 


were piqued they weren't consulted 
about Nixon's actions over the weekend, 
particularly the firing of Cox. 


The Senate Judiciary Committee, 


Democrats and Republicans alike, also 
unanimously agreed on the need for a 
new special prosecutor. 


The committee decided to begin an In- 


vestigation Monday Into the firing of 
Cox, with Cox as the first witness. It's ex- 
pected that former Attorney General El- 
liot Richardson and Deputy Attorney 
General William Ruckelshaus, who re- 
signed over the firing of Cox, also would 
be called. 


The House judiciary committee, which 


Tuesday set In motion the machinery to 
see if there are grounds to impeach Nix- 
on, voted Wednesday to seek subpoena 
powers for their chairman as the first 
step toward possible impeachment pro- 
ceedings. 


The decision was by party lines, with 


Democrats unanimously upholding the 
move, Republicans, to a man, opposing 
it. 


The committee will hold Its first Im- 


peachment meeting next Tuesday, and at 
that time Chairman Peter Rodino Jr., 
D-N.J., is expected to be given the pow- 
er.

Vetoes war-making limit 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President 


Nixon vetoed a bill Wednesday which 
would have limited his war-making au- 
thority, calling it an unconstitutional in- 
trusion on presidential power. 


The bill sought' to Impose a 90-day 


overall limit on the President's power to 
send U.S. troops overseas and to give 
Congress the right to cancel such action 
by a simple majority of both houses. 


Nixon said the resolution would have 


checkmated fast action by the United 
States at times such as the 1962 Cuban 


missle crisis and might have even im- 
paired diplomatic efforts like the one to 
reach a Middle East cease-fire. 


Nixon's ninth veto this year Is expected 


to be sustained by the Democratic Con- 
gress. 


In a message to the House, Nixon said 


the resolution "would give every future 
Congress the ability to handcuff every fu- 
ture President merely by doing nothing 
and sitting still. 


"The only way in which the con- 


stitutional powers of a branch of the gov- 


ernment can be altered is by amending 
the Constitution and any attempt to 
make any such alterations by legislation 
alone is clearly without force," he added. 


Nixon said the resolution would take 


from the President powers which he has 
"properly exercised" for almost 200 
years. 


While Nixon said he is "in accord with 


the desire of the Congress to assert its 
proper role in the conduct.of our foreign 
affairs," the resolution would too strictly 
limit his constitutional authority as com- 
mander-ln-chief of the armed forces. 


Kissinger Peking trip set for Nov. 10 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Secretary of 


State Henry A. Kissinger's trip to Pek- 
ing, delayed by the Middle East war, has 
been rescheduled for Nov. 10, the State 
Department announced Wednesday. 


Kissinger had been scheduled to visit 


the Chinese capital Monday but the trip 
was delayed by his efforts to seek an end 
to the fighting between the Israelis and 
Arabs. 


The visit will be the sixth time Kissin- 


ger has conferred with Peking officials. 
He 1s expected to have wide-ranging pol- 


icy discussions with Chinese premier Cho 
En-lai and other top-level officials,. 


Kissinger was originally scheduled to 


leave Oct. 21 on a trip that would have 
included a visit to Japan as well as Pek- 
ing. 


State Department spokesman Robert J. 


McCloskey said the Japanese govern- 
ment had renewed its invitation to Kissin- 
ger to visit Toyko and that Kissinger 
had accepted. No specific date has been 
set, but McCloskey said Kissinger might 
stop off in Tokyo enroute to Peking.

Funeral costs in B.C. to go public

The cost of dying soon will be a matter 


of public record, nl Ic.iM In Wnshlnglon, 
O.C. The Federal Trade Commission has 
ordered fimernl directors there to submit 
within 20 days detailed Information on 
their price* and pricing pollricj, which 
the agency IntemLi to make public. 


"There In a total lock of price Informa- 


tion available to consumers about fimer- 
nLi," .I. Thomas Hosch. director of the 
KTC's Ilurcnu of Consumer Protection, 
said in announcing the order. 


Rosch said the Information will be used 


by the FTC In determining whether fu- 
neral homes are violating consumer pro- 
tection laws. He Mid It is hoped the or- 
der 
will also "stimulate price com- 


petition in an industry that badly needs 
It." 


Itoicli mid the local sampling would be 


assessed before the agency considers in- 
Hinting nny national program dealing 
with funeral homes, lie added that the 


FTC has received complaints about fu- 
neral homes from across the country. 


HOWEVER, IN Chicago, assistant re- 


gional director of the FTC, Jerome La- 
met, said he docs not foresee any similar 
action being taken by the FTC in this 
area. 


"There is a question of jurisdiction 


here," ho said. "Tho FTC act gives the 
commission jurisdiction In the District of 
Columbia to act as the local consumer 
protection agency. But outside the dis- 
trict It would be difficult." Such an in- 
vestigation here would have to be in- 
itiated by the Illinois attorney general. 


The FTC orders asks D.C. funeral di- 


rectors to disclose the current prices of 
their three lowest priced funerals and the 
differences between the three services. It 
also asks whether they Inform all clients 
of the availability of these services and 
whether price reductions are allowed if 
some components of the services arc de- 
clined. 


Other disclosures requested included 


whether funeral prices arc displayed, 
and whether clients are given written de- 
scriptions of goods and services when ar- 
rangements arc made, as well as a 
breakdown of charges on the final state- 
ment. * 


ACCORDING TO FTC attorneys, the 


average cost of funeral and burial ar- 
rangements is $2,000. The 22,000 funeral 
homes nation-wide gross annual receipts 
of about $1.8 billion. 


Explaining the reason for the order, 


the commission said that because "price 
advertising may be Inadequate" and be- 
cause "consumers may lack basic infor- 
mation about prices and alternatives," 
there Is "a potential for unfair and de- 
ceptive pricing and sales practices." 


The commission said funeral purcha- 


sers "need information about prices, op- 
tions and policies ... in order to choose 
rationally a funeral home." 


It added, "Funeral arrangements must 


often be made under extreme time pres- 
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sures, by persons with little or DO knowl- 
edge of the area iir which they arc deal- 
ing, and whose bereaved condition may 
render them unable to exercise their nor- 
mal ... business judgment." 


If the commission finds evidence of de- 


ception or unfair trade practices, it could 
bring charges against individual funeral 
homes and also reportedly might propose 
new rules to regulate funeral industry 
practices. 
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Greeks find a new gold rush on campus 


Student activism of '60s being supplanted by fraternity, sorority resurgence

Fraternities 
and sororities 
arc 


dropping their more "rinky-dlnk" 
traditions, college freshmen arc 
more conservative and tho result is a 
boom in the Greek system on many 
college campuses. 


Homecoming parades are striking 


up everywhere, for the first time in 
three years on some campuses. More 
college women arc wearing dresses 
Instead of slacks. And oven many of 
tho slackveot Is clad In permanent 
press or wool tailored jeans, replac- 
ing the standard uniform of faded de- 
nim and sweatshirts. 


It's back to the days when men arc 


men and women, even if they are 
more liberated, arc trying to look 
more feminine. Out .the superficial, 
outward signs of a changing attitude 
on campus are showing up in another 
old tradition, the sororities and fra- 
ternities. 


CROWING NUMBERS of college 


freshmen are lining up to participate 
in the Greek membership drive 
called "rush," where sororities and 
fraternities throw open their doors 
and try to sell their group to tho 
"rushccs" in a scries of parties or 
dinners. Although tho system varies 
from campus to campus, the central 
Idea of a concentrated time to sell 
tho Greek system remains. 


As ono sorority advisor put It, 


"They (Greeks) have a commodity 
that other people are interested in 
buying ... friendship." And dcspllo 
costs of up to $350 for a first year, 
member to join a sorority or frater- 
nity, more and more people arc turn- 
Ing (o the system as an Important 
part of the total college experience. 


At the University of Illinois In 


Champaign-Urbana, twice as many 
women are signed up for sorority 
rush this year as compared to 1971. 
Two hundred women pledged sorori- 
ties in 1971. In 1972, -100 of the 900 
women who went through rush 
pledged sororities. And this year, an 
estimated 1,150 to 1,200 women are 
signed to participate in the formal 
rush program which started last 
weekend. 


THE TREND is nationwide, ac- 


cording to staff advisors for frater- 
nities and sororities around the state. 
Why? Most advisors point to a 
changed attitude among freshmen 
and a shift in approach inside the 
Greek system Itself. 


First, the changing freshmen: Col- 


lege students are "studying like CTP- 
zy," according to Greek advisor Will- 
ard Broom at the IT. of I. At North- 
ern Illinois University in DeKalb, so- 
rority staff adviser Pat Takemoto 
said "This year's homecoming is the 
biggest in a long time. The students 
are more interested In organizations 
and traditions." 


"The kids are not asking the usual 


questions of the late '603," said fra- 
ternity advisor Robert Hendrickson 
at Northwestern University In Evans- 
ton. Instead of queries about Hell 
Week or initiation rigors, freshmen 
at Northwestern are asking "' Are 
you a close group?' or 'What's the 
group feeling toward the fraternity?' 
They didn't pledge quickly," Hen- 
drickson said. 


MOST OF THE sorority and frater- 


nity advisors Me the new attitudes 
among students as a reflection of the 
entire society. 


During the student activism years 


of the 1960s, "the student was a rath- 
er serious individual, wrapped up in 
the urgency of solving the country's 
problems. All of this affected all 
kinds of student organizations," said 
sorority advisor and assistant dean 
of women Kay Mangum at North- 
western. The 1960s freshman came to 
college after being reared to be a 
young adult, then was set back when 
he was treated as an adolescent 
when he set foot on campus. Besides 
the protests of the "in loco parentis" 
approach of the 1960s college admin- 
istrations, students began flexing 
their youth power muscles in nation- 
al politics. 


"In the 1960s, students were really 


an effective lobbying group. It got 
out of hand and they lost their effec- 
tiveness," Mangum explained. In 
1971, disillusioned students retreated 
to isolationism, and now, "People 
are once again interested ui groups," 
Mangum sold, describing the newest 
class as "a little more con- 
servative." 


BUT IF INCOMING freshmen are 


a new breed of rushees, the people 
on the other side of rush have 
changed, too. 


"The Greek houses have moved 


away from the more rinky-dlnk tra- 
ditions. In the fraternities, the big 
thing used to be Hell Week and haz- 
ing. That's pretty much out now," 
said U. of I. advisor Broom. The 
changes didn't come easily. 


The 1968-70 years meant a big drop 


in interest in the Greek system, and 
fraternities "had to react to that. A 
lot refused to change," Broom said. 


The process of change, according 


to the U. of I. advisor, came in three 
ways, all reflecting society's reac- 
tions to the turmoil of the '60s. First, 
there were fraternities that en- 
trenched themselves In the old tradi- 
tions and refused to change (Broom 
equated them to Barry Goldwater's 


approach). At the other end were the 
"unfraternities," the groups that 
threw away every tradition to be- 
come the Greek equivalent of Jerry 
Rubin, Broom said. 


Now, the fraternities who were 


somewhere in the middle in changing 
are the strongest Northwestern's 
Hendrickson called it his "gut level 
feeling" that the freshmen are look- 
ing for the houses that have retained 
the good traditions. 


"It's gone over a lot of good, 


healthy revision and change," Hen- 
drickson said. 


WITH THE structured rush period 


just completed at Northwestern, so- 
rorities have pledged 240 women, an 
increase of 21 per cent from last 
year. Northwestern has traditionally 
been a big sorority and fraternity 
school, where 31 per cent of the en- 
tire undergraduate population is af- 
filiated with the Greek system. 


"Traditionally, 
Northwestern's 


been called kind of a cold place. So- 
rorities provide a closer contact with 
a greater number of diverse people 
than any other way," Mangum said 
in support of the system. 


"A lot of alums (sorority and fra- 


ternity members who have gradu- 
ated) are out of touch with where the 
sorority system is. They think it kind 
of dried up and blew away," Mang- 
um added. 


But by all -indications, the system 


of college sororities and fraternities 
is making a comeback. Whether it is 
happening because the system has 
changed, the students have changed 
or society as a whole is changing, 
Greek life on campus appears to be 
entering a new cycle of growth. 


Football field lights 
to get safety check

safe" following an Investigation by board 
member Richard Bachhubcr. 


Tho 
school district's maintenance 


crews already liavo started checking the 
electrical connections In tho light poles 
at six of the district's high schools. Next 
summer, according to Tom Cosgrovc, di- 
rector of physical plant for tho district, 
the crews will make still more changes 
to ensure no electrical accidents can oc- 
cur In tho poles. 


Bachhubcr reported to tho board that 


during his Investigation ho decided more 
safety precautions In the poles wcro nee- 
e.wnry to prevent n reoccurrence of <m 
Incident about a month ago at Prospect 
High School. At Prospect, a short circuit 
In one of tho light poles resulted In a 
wire mesh fence becoming electrically 
charged during n football game. 


Bnchhubcr said, "Once we started In- 


vestigating, wo discovered there had 
been two similar Incidents, ono'at Pros- 
pect ami ono at Wheeling. They had been 
overlooked because they happened when 
wo didn't have a crowd." 


TIIK SAFETY precautions recom- 


mended by Bachhubcr Include chocking 
nil wire splices In tho polos and filling 
spaces at tho splices with Insulation ma- 
terial to prevent bore wires from ever 
touching tho polo Itself. That precaution, 
Coigrove sold, Is already being taken. 


In addition, Bachhubcr recommended 


changing the grounding system to ensure 
that any short In tho polo would trip cir- 
cuit breakers and nlso suggested that all 
poles be painted to the height of eight 


feet with Insulating paint to prevent per- 
sons touching tho pole from getting 
shocks under any circumstances. 


District officials indicated the re- 


grounding could be completed during the 
summer with no financial cost to the 
school district because maintenance 
workers already employed can do the 
work. Supt, Edward Gilbert said the dis- 
trict will get estimates on the cost of the 
Insulating paint. 


Bachhubcr also said, "If we do all 


these things, the systems will be so safe 
you'll never know you have a problem. 
So I suggest we put a simple fault in- 
dicator on tho poles to let us know if 
there's trouble." 


THE LIGHT POLES at Wheeling, Her- 


scy, Forest View, Elk Grove and Rolling 
Meadows high schools all are Installed In 
approximately the same way as the ones 
at Prospect. 


Cosgrovo said precautions also will be 


taken at Arlington High School, where in- 
stallation is much older and where the 
lights are mounted on wooden poles with 
electrical fixtures enclosed In metal and 
running along tho outside of the pole. 


Buffalo Grove High School, the dis- 


trict's newest school, does not yet have 
lights on its football field. 


In other action, the board approved the 


appointment of Carolyn R. Pierce as di- 
vision head of English-Fine Arts at For- 
est View High School.

Barkeeps 'control* new law 


by JOE SWICKARD 


The name of the game is "control" for 


tavern and liquor store operators in the 
four weeks since the new Illinois liquor 
law went into effect. 


On Oct. 1 it became legal for 19-and 20- 


year-olds to purchase and consume beer 
and wine in Illinois. The problem facing 
alcohol dispensers was one of separating 
the beer and wine crowd from those 
drinkers 21 and older and thus able to 
order all manner of libations. 


The bartender and clerk must be sure 


of what they're serving to whom:,A mis- 
take can be costly. A stiff fine and the 
possibility of losing one's license is the 
price for a mistake in pouring the poison. 


TO PROTECT themselves and their 


livelihoods, the sellers threatened to take 
extraordinary measures in branding the 
younger clientele. More than one bar- 
tender vowed to place a bright red "NO" 
on the foreheads of the 19-and 10-year- 
olds to insure against mistakes or at- 
tempts at deception. 


These promises of branding and other 


measures did not come to pass. How- 
ever, the owners have instituted strict 
controls on who may enter and who may 
enjoy what once inside. 


Butch McGuire's, Mount Prospect, was 


one spot prepared to stamp the heads of 
the younger patrons. Actually, they still 
are, but manager Bruce Wackelin, said 
they haven't had to yet. 


"We stamp both hands or their fore- 


head with indelible ink. We give them a 
choice where it goes. So far they've all 
chosen the hands," he said. 


"IF WE FIND them trying to erase the 


stamp, out they go. It's the same thing 
for switching drinks," he said. 


"We've had few real problems. But, we 


don't have much to attract them, things 
like rock bands. I'd say our crowd's less 
than 10 per cent kids, but I shouldn't call 
them that. We appeal to the older more 
mature single crowd — the 24 and 25 
year-olds," said Wackelin. 


Tim Clifford, owner of Durty Nellie's 


West Irish Pub, Palatine, agreed the new 
drinkers have not created problems. He 
credits tight control at the bar door and 
inside coupled with younger drinkers self 
policing. 


"Their behavior is good. If there are 


any problems we bounce them for good. 
We don't want them in here. But most of 
them are acting responsibly," Clifford 
said. 


NELLIE'S ALSO stamps the hands of 


the beer drinkers. He said anyone found 
erasing the mark is barred from the tav- 
ern. 


"Business is up with the new law. I 


can see the difference. I'm happy with it 
as much as I can be. But, it's only half a 
law. I think if you're allowed to drink, 
you should be allowed to drink every- 
thing," he said. 


Jim Camps, manager of Haymakers, 


Palatine, echoed Clifford's feelings about 
the age division. 


"The state of Illinois should get out of 


the stone age and pass a law so they can 
drink everything. Florida and Georgia 
had the same law we do, and they both 
lowered the age after four months. You'd 
think the state would learn from their 
experience," Camps said. 


"It's a big market, and you take a high 


risk. A mistake can mean your license. 
We're aiming for the 19 to 25 crowd. But 
it's no big problem. They're nice kids 
and very cool. The 19-year-old has a lot 
on the ball these days," he said. 


LIQUOR STORE operators can take a 


little more time to screen their custom- 
ers than a bar packed wall-to-wall. Dob- 
by Dobklns, owner of World-Wide Li- 
quors in Palatine, keeps card files on his 
new customers. 


"We're extremely cautious. We have 


them fill out cards which we keep on file 
for reference. If there are any questions 
about the validity of their IDs, we won't 
sell to them. We won't accept traffic 
tickets either. One ticket can make the 
rounds of friends," he said.

Everyone who has gout scorns to want 


That Is to bo ex- 
pected since the public has an Imago of 
tho gout patient as ono with a largo 
stomach, a painful foot resting on a 
stool, a leg of lamb In ono hand, and a 
glass of wine In tho other. Most cases of 
gout arc not caused by what a person 
eats. 


Uric acid Is a chemical slda product or 


end product of protein metabolism. Most 
of our nitrogenous waste from anting 
protein ends up as urea, which Is solublo 
and easily eliminated. Uric acid in man 
Is mostly from tho nucleic acids — the 
vital DNA-RNA substance within tho 
cells, not ordinary protein. 


Part of these basic cellular chemicals 


break down Into uric acid. It follows that 
anyone who is destroying a lot of cells 
can have a rise In uric acid, which may 
lead to gout — this is why starvation 
diets which cause body protein to bo 
mobilized may cause an acute nttack In 
a person who basically docs not have 
gout. 


THE IJODY IS constantly building new 


cells to replace old ones. This means 
there must bo a constant rebuilding of 
DNA and UNA.

has been less concerned about your diet. 
Even with the strictest "purine free" 
diet you can't hope to lower the uric add 
more than about one milligram. 


To answer your question, though, foods 


that contain purino are those that contain 
cells with lots of nuclei. That moans 
mostly organ meats. Muscle has fewer 
nuclei and has less purine. Milk' and milk 
products contain no nuclei or purine and 
are the mainstay of a true purine-freo 
diet. Purine is formed in the body from 
xonthlno — which Includes caffeine. For 
this reason coffee, tea, and related beve- 
rages should be avoided. 


THERE ARE THREE medicines for 


gout — colchlno, which Is used to relieve 


on acute attack; the Benemld group, 
which causes the kidneys to eliminate in- 
creased amounts of uric acid from the 
body; and a newer one, allopurinol (Zylo- 
prlm), which blocks the chemical mecha- 
nism in the cell that permits the forma- 
tion of excess amounts of uric acid dur- 
ing cell growth and replacement. 


It Is usually true that most true gout 


patients must take some medicine for 
life. The amount is usually regulated ac- 
cording to the uric acid level, as your 
doctor is doing.

A psychiatrist's answer to why divorce rate is at an all-time high 


(This column U preiented by Forest 


Hospital la DCS PUInes, a fully accre- 
dited 135-bed piychlitric hospital widely 
known for Iti Intensive programs In psy- 
chiatric treatment, research, education 
and community service.) 


Divorce Is at an all time high In the 


United States and a New York psy- 
chiatrist, Dr. Leonard Gammer, has 
some Ideas why. 


"People who ore now 30 to 45 years 


old, were born during or soon after the 
Depression," Dr. Gammer, author of the 
book "Up From Depression," explained. 
"During the Depression this country's 
population was static. That means the in- 
dividual born at that time, Is, particular- 
ly If well-educated, In an enviable posi- 
tion. 


"During his lifetime companies have 


grown, business has burgeoned, popu- 
lation has Increased. He is now part of 
the leadership and very much in demand 
because fewer people were born when he 
was. He's a rare commodity, his salary 
Is high, the demand on him Is tre- 
mendous and so Is the stress load. 


"While this man has authority, respon- 


sibility and power," Dr. Gammer contin- 
ued, "has he been able to discharge it 
and — like everything else — where has 
the price been paid? 


"I notice It has been paid socially. In 


his marital relationship, his ability to be 
a father, a husband — a together person. 
Affluence Is part of his life but he's not 
necessarily able to handle the affluence. 


He lives over his head, for instance. He 
falls as a husband — divorce is the re- 
sult." 


THE WOMEN AND wives in this age 


category also contribute to the failure of 
the marriage according to Dr. Cammer. 
"She has not learned to handle the 
phenomenal amount of responsibility 
thrust upon her. She has been security- 
conscious and terribly frustrated with 
her husband, who is not with her but is 
married more to his executive responsi- 
bility. 


"There Is a demandlngness on her," he 


continued, "without a concomitant free- 
som sexually and socially. She's caught 
in the trap of having produced children 
and not getting fulfillment from her role 


as mother or wife. And although she has 
striven for sexual satisfaction her hus- 
band has failed her and she had turned 
to extramarital relationships to satisfy 
herself or her needs." 


At what point then do marriages break 


up or how can they be saved? "There is 
always the question as to what con- 
stitutes a breaking point in any relation- 
ship" Dr. Cammer. "I think the mar- 
riages were never very good. But chil- 
dren were being produced, there was a 
certain sense of responsibility to the in- 
tegrity of the family and certain obliga- 
tions of one kind or another — purchase 
of a home, moving for a job. They need 
stability in Border' to get ahead and 
couldn't handle rapid promotions while 
building up their marriages. They argue, 


get depressed. So they end up seeking T 
psychiatric help and make aborted at' 
tempts at saving their marriage."

DU. CAMMER works with couples whoi 


are having marital problems with a be-^ 
havioral approach to reconciliation. "\vy 
renegotiate the marriage contract on a ; 
behavioral basis. The partners must 
learn to respect one another's needs and_ 
establish better communication in the, 
sense it never had developed. 


"Previously both husband and wife as-' 


sumed an independent growth and devel- 
opment curve — not including one or the 
other In this curve — then the children 
came and there was a three-way struggle 
with no one bringing things together for 
unity or common goal."

Tape release cuts issues

The initial reaction here to President 


Nixon's sudden reversal on release qf the 
White House Watergate tapes is one of 
relief. 


Overlooking for the moment the many

Cox-Elliot 
Richardson 


debacle, Nixon's retreat on the tapes 
seems bound to quiet — at least for the 
present — the outcry for impeachment. 


There will undoubtedly remain a siz- 


able number who,'for motives of politics 
or principle, will continue to demand that 
the President be put on trial for other 
misdeeds of his administration. 


But the issue which lay at the center of 


the public outrage over, the firing of Cox 
and the resulting resignations of Attor- 
ney General Richardson and his deputy 
William Ruckelshaus has apparently 
been nullified. 


The mushrooming sentiment for im- 


peachment from the man on the street 
was triggered more by outrage over the 
public beheading of those three men — 
who have taken on the semblance of folk 
heroes to many — than it was by Nixon's 
attempt to escape a court order to sur- 
render the tapes. 


But the tapes and the defiance of the 


court were the issues which gave sub- 
stance to arguments for impeachment. 
Assuming that federal Judge John J. Si- 
rica is satisfied with the President's be- 
lated delivery of the recordings, any 
thought of impeachment seems empty in- 
deed at the moment.

teachers said they would strike to- 
day. It now appears the strike will 
start today, as originally scheduled. 


However, a settlement of Dist. 


63's problems this week will not 
change the fact that the board and 
the East Maine Education Associ- 
ation will have taken nearly a year 
to reach an agreement. 


In the process of these negotia- 


tions, the teachers have picketed, 
marched and issued news releases 
attacking the board and individual 
board members. The board has 
sent out long "explanatory" letters 
to parents containing more rhetor- 
ic than reality and has referred 
troublesome questions during its 
meetings to its attorney. 


For anyone who has watched the 


negotiating process, the actions of 
both sides have a sadly familiar 
ring. Too often both teachers and 
school boards take rhetorical posi- 
tions 
which lead to noisy con- 


frontation. Then, when the threat 
of strike or lock-out becomes over- 
riding, the two sides frequently 


find areas of agreement that were 
previously invisible. 


The problem is that the name- 


calling process often leaves bitter- 
ness on both sides and instills dis- 
trust and disgust in members of 
the public who, all along, have 
been frozen out of the actual nego- 
tiations process while each side ap- 
pealed to public emotions. 


In the past, we have suggested 


solutions for this annual problem. 
A state collective bargaining law, 
which would spell out procedures 
for boards bargaining with public 
employes, would help. So would 
public negotiating sessions which, 
though they may not eliminate the 
rhetoric, will at least let in the av- 
erage citizen on the substance of 
the issues involved. 


But one solution to these con- 


frontations is much simpler than 
either of these proposals. School 
boards and teachers groups are 
simply going to have to grow up 
and start talking to each other in- 
stead of playing games for months. 


School boards frequently fear the 


p e r v a s i v e power of teacher 


"unions" such as the Illinois Edu- 
cation Association. The TEA, in its 
turn, promotes distrust of school 
boards among its rank and file. So- 
lutions to problems and relative 
peace are found mainly in districts 
where representatives for each 
side act in a spirit of cooperation.' 
Intelligent adults can, after all, 
agree amicably — each argument 
does not have to result in a major 
confrontation. 


It appears the Dist. 63 teachers 


and board are starting to discover 
this. Now, however, teachers in the 
neighboring district, Des Plaines 
Dist. 62, are picketing before and 
after school and negotiations are 
starting to go through the familiar 
routine. 


At the same time High School 


Dist. 207, which serves all of Maine 
Township, is now in court over a 
contract dispute, and negotiations 
are at a complete standstill. 


Let us hope the officials in Dist. 


62 and Dist. 207 learn something 
from the experience of Dist. 63. 
And let's also hope they settle their 
problems before their arguments 
result in a threat of a strike. 


Richard Nixon has been taken back'into 
the affection of the nation. He still has a 
considerable amount of egg on his face 
in the persons of Cox, Richardson and 
Ruckelshaus, whom he axed on Saturday 
for advocating what the President finally 
assented to on Tuesday. 


It would be optimistic to the point of 


naivete to think that the clouds hanging 
over the Nixon administration (Water- 
gate, Bebe Rebozo's finances, the San 
C l e m e n t e remodeling, the Ellsberg 
break-in, etc.) will now be dispelled so 
that we can "get on with the real busi- 
ness of the nation," as someone put it. 


But the nation is in sore need of some- 


thing to be optimistic about, and perhaps 
the best to be hoped is that the President 
will become more sensitive to the public 
mood. 


Backing down on the issue of the tapes 


must be seen as a wrenching decision by 
this hard-nosed, reclusive President, and 
it seems directly attributable to the mas- 
sive weight of public opinion, which still 
can sway the course of the nation. 


Not In post-World War memory has 


there been such an eruption of public 
sentiment. Even when Harry Truman 
fired General MacArthur, the vehemence 
against the President was balanced by 
loud support from many who feared and 
disliked the general. 


And the pressure which led to the re- 


tirement of Lyndon Johnson was perhaps 
even more intense, but less widespread 
among the population than that directed 


against Nixon this week. 


Having been forced once into a rever- 


sal of a tough stand by public pressure, 
the President will perhaps be more 
aware of the power of the public will and 
more responsive to those who would de- 
ter him from overworking the power of 
his office. 


On the other hand, perhaps the dis- . 


rupting events of this week will also 
serve to fend off the stupor of apathy 
which has been creeping over the elec- 
torate. 


A friend of mine somewhat apologeti- 


cally sent telegrams to his representa- 
tives in Washington on Monday demand- 
ing action against the President. When 
Nixon's capitulation on the tapes was an- 
nounced on Tuesday, he said, half in jest, 
"I did that." The fact is that he did — 
along with several hundred thousand oth- 
er dismayed citizens who made their 
voices heard. 


A short time earlier, another friend, 


whose chief interest in politics is electing 
Republicans, was shaking his head over 
the chaotic events of the weekend and 
assessing their effect on the approaching 
elections. 


What he feared most, said this Repub- 


lican, was not that voters would be driv- 
en to the Democratic side, but that they 
would simply give up and stay at home 
oh election day. 


Perhaps some who might be so in- 


clined will be led to believe that their 
voice does count.

Amnesty a quiet issue

WASHINGTON - 
Amnesty, once 


stridently endorsed by opponents of the 
Vietnam War and almost as vehemently 
denounced by President Nixon, now lies 
docilely before Congress waiting to be 
one of those issues whose time has come. 


At this point, that time clearly has not 


come. 


Lobbyists for amnesty, perhaps one of 


the quietest lobbies on Capitol Hill these 
days, say they are received "very cour- 
teously" but have no indication the sub- 
ject will receive hearings In the near fu- 
ture. 


Wayne P. Gelsert, moderator of the 


Church of the Brethren, gave such an 
assessment after spending several days 
visiting congressmen 
presenting his 


church's position on amnesty. 


The Church of the Brethren, with a 


membership of about 190,000, is one of the 
historic "peace churches." It has called 
for an "unconditional amnesty to all 
those who are alienated from their nation 
because of their personal acts of con- 
science in relation to war." 


Gelscrt said that while no one he met 


on Capitol Hill argued 
against the 


idea of amnesty, "it doesn't mean every- 
one agrees with our position." 


Several amnesty bills have been In- 


troduced in Congress. They range from a 
call for unconditional amnesty, similar to 
the Church of the Brethren's, to limited 
amnesty that would be accompanied by a 
form of national service performed by 
war exiles and deserters. 


Gelsert and his religious colleagues 


said that despite the low profile of the 
amnesty issue right now, "sooner or lat- 
er, after a cooling off period, it will come 
back." 


"There is an increasing interest in the 


subject," 
said Ralph Smcltzer, the 


c h u r c h ' s Washington representative. 
"But it's a matter of timing. Several leg- 
islators are interested in the issue but 
they didn't think this was yet the time." 


Geiscrt said that five years ago he 


didn't believe amnesty had a chance, but 
he now believes "some sort of step of 
amnesty is going to have to happen." 


"There Is a hunger for healing in this 


country," he said. 


The Brethren themselves do not have 


many constituents who would be affected 
by an amnesty, Gelsert said. 


"We're not speaking for our own 


people . . . We're speaking more for oth- 
ers. It's an effort to be open, sympa- 
thetic, to people in this difficulty." 


President Nixon, in the past, has firm- 


ly opposed any grant of amnesty to war 
resistors or those who found themselves 
in legal troubles over opposition to the 
war. 


But some religious leaders said they 


hoped the President might change his 
mind and take the occasion of Christmas 
to grant an amnesty. 


They reasoned that Nixon's public im- 


age has been marred by the Watergate 
affair and said a declaration of amnesty 
would be a way of saying "let's rise 
above blame and get together." (UPP

NEW YORK — The computer and the

had several brushes with death while 
selling and servicing X-ray machines 
among 15 hospitals in Canada's north- 
land for Picker X-Ray, a subsidiary of 
CIT Financial Corp. 


Falling to cope with an emergency in 


the northland can cause death by ex- 
posure, Harkness explains. If your car 
goes Into a snow-filled ditch, you should 
be prepared to which it out with a block 
and tackle or you will freeze. He has 
done this. He also has crossed wide 
stretches of icy water in a canoe, and 
once had to make emergency repairs on 
the wing of his plane so he could fly out 
of wilderness clearing ahead of a severe 
storm.

eled by dog sled part of the time. Now he 
uses snowmobiles.

had fallen from exhaustion. He survived, 
but both of his hands and feet were fro- 
zen." 


Harkness has been snowed in on other 


occasions, sometimes for weeks. In addi- 
tion to being prepared to get his car win- 
ched out of ditches, he has learned how 
to survive in the snow for a week if need 
be In case of engine failure. 


"THE SECRET Is to have the proper 


kind of sleeping equipment and emergen- 
cy rations," he explains. "You just have 
to curl in the bag in a snow bank and 
waft until conditions are right to walk on 
snowshoes." 


Harkness has to worry as much about 


his X-ray tubes as his own life. He usual- 
ly carries them in a back pack, but 
sometimes he must carry them next to 
his chest to keep the thin oil in the hand- 
blown tubes from freezing in the 40 be- 
low zero cold. That would ruin them. 


Docs he hate this tough life? 
"Not at all," says Harkncss. "It's 


much better than battling that tush-hour 
traffic."

Some rules for fireplace care 


Whether you're the kind of fireplace 


fancier who likes a Charles Dickens kind 
of /ire ballet, or just the quieter, gcniul 
kind, here arc some simple rules about 
fireplace en re from Fireplace Institute 
r-•»•"•! r'lr'on F. nirkman, Majestic Dis- 
tributing Co. Inc., Elgin. 


• Make sure the damper opens and 


shuts easily. The damper should be 
closed whenever the fireplace Isn't in 
ate. 


• Before you venture to clean out u 


flue, consider that a commercial chcm- 
ncy cleaner can Inspect your chimney 
and flue for SIO-SIS. If you still want to 
dn It yourself, don some old clothes, arm 
yourself with n flashlight and a hand 
mirror nnd attempt to look up the flue 
for breaks of chips. 


• Check If there's debris on the smoke 


shelf just beyond the damper and clear 
it, if necessary. 


• Soot, which Li combustible, should 


be cleaned from accessible parts of the 
firebox. 


• The face or surrounding area of a 


fireplace can have soot or stalnd re- 
moved by using a mild acid bleach or 
ncctlc add, then scrubbing with soap and 
water. Marble should bo washed with 


worm water and softener only. An all- 
purpose cleanser is fine for tiles. If a 
more potent cleaner Is needed for fire- 
place parts other than marble, try a so- 
lution of muriatic acid or trisodlum phos- 
plnite, which you can normally get in 
puint stores. But use rubber gloves with 
s u c h cleaners, and, after you've 
scrubbed the area clean, rinse off imme- 
diately, using soap and water, to avoid 
discoloration. 


• A vacuum cleaner may be used to 


remove soot from the hearth. Solid brass 
parts — boods, andirons and other acces- 
sories — should be polished. 


• If your bent is do-it-yourself and you 


slum the commercial chimney and flue 
cleaner, you might try lowering a weigh- 
ted sock most carefully from the roof to 
clear the passageway from soot or other 
accumulation. Before undertaking such a 
cleaning operation, seal off the fireplace 
hearth from the room by using your fire- 
screen (to prevent soot coating the 
room). 


• If you haven't used your fireplace 


recently, make sure It hasn't sheltered 
birds, squirrels, or other creatures off- 
season. A good way to keep the chimney 
clear of such obstruction is to cover the 
aperture with a grate.

Contrary'to the accepted theory that 


most suburban growth can be attributed 
to people moving out of the cities, a na- 
tional study of tho origins of suburban 
residents In 28 metropolitan areas re- 
veals that migration to the suburbs now 
comes chiefly from America's small 
towns and farms. 


So reports Durand A. Holladay, man- 


aging trustee of Continental Mortgage In- 
vestors, Boston. 


"This pattern for recent years runs 


counter to the trend In the 1950s and ear- 
ly '60s when suburban growth was due 
primarily to city dwellers moving to out- 
lying urban fringes," Holladay said. 


He reports that of tho 28 major cities 


studied In 1073, only one, Providence, 
R.I., showed a higher percentage of re- 
cent suburban residents coming from the 
city. 


"Suburbs of the other cities experi- 


enced their greatest influx of new resi- 
dents from areas outside the metropoli- 
tan region." 


HOLLADAY SAID the other 27 urban 


areas In the study Include Atlanta, Balti- 
more, Boston, Buffalo, Chicago, Cincin- 
nati, Cleveland, Dallas, Denver, Detroit, 
Houston, Indianapolis, Kansas City, Mo., 
Los Angeles, Miami, Milwaukee, Min- 
neapolis, Now Orleans, Philadelphia, 
Pittsburgh, Portland, San Bernardino, 
San Dlcgo, San Francisco, San Jose, 
Seattle and St. Louis. 


"In 10CO, by comparison, 13 of these 


same suburbs had a higher percentage of 
new residents listed as out-migrants 
from the city. These included Baltimore, 
Buffalo, Chicago, Cincinnati, Cleveland, 
Detroit, Indlanpolls, Kansas City, (Mo.), 
Milwaukee, Minneapolis, New Orleans, 
Providence and St. Louis," he said. 


Holladay further explained that in the 


decade of tho '50s, new suburban dwel- 
lers wcro generally escaping "from" 
something — usually urban congestion. 


"In contrast, by the beginning of this 


decade, the tide to the suburban fringe 


had Its origins in (he countryside. For 
these people, it became a matter of >mov-' 
ing 'to' something — chiefly, the employ- , 
ment opportunities offered in large met- 
ropolitan regions," he said. 


HOLLADAY SAID that the more rural' 


background of today's suburban dweflers 
has had a major Impact on the construc- 
tion industry and on loan commitments 
of real estate investment trusts for new 
residential developments. 


"Virtually all such projects initiated 


recently contain environmental packages 
because people are demanding amenities 
reminiscent of a more rural society. This 
runs the gamut from walkways and bike 


paths to landscaped*- 'open- spaces', and 
bridle paths. 


"The -roots of today's suburbanites lie 


in rural America — not the city. This 
facTinsures that a little bit of 'country1 
will 'remain as an integral part of our 
new suburban scene," Holladay said.

with — more industry. 


"So-called 'spoiled' land can be cf- 


fldcntly and economically utilized In de- 
veloping Industrial parks." 


This Is one of the highlights of a report 


from the real estate arm of Esmark, 
Inc., Chicago, a diversified company 
with major Interests also in food, chem- 
icals, energy and varied financial ser- 
vices. 


"Tho scarcity of good land makes 


these otherwise unproductive areas a vi- 
tal natural resource for Industry," the 
Esmark report states. 


Tho report deals primarily with land 


defaced by surface mining or used for 
landfill. "While this typo of land Is usual- 
ly rated poor for residential construc- 
tion or agriculture, It can bo mado pro- 
ductive again as an Industrial site. 


"When land Is restored in this way, tho 


results are more far-reaching than a 
simple cosmetic overhaul. Industrial 
parks not only halt further land spoilage, 
but they are an economic stimulant for 
surrounding communities." 


The Esmnrk report recommends that

A premiere for the first full-scale, 


working post office building, created by 
tho latest Industrialized building tech- 
niques, will bo ono of the standout attrac- 
tions Nov. 27-20 at INBEX Building Ex- 
position at McCormick Place in Chicago. 
Tho U.S. Postal Service plans 500 similar 
units per year starting In 1074, at an esti- 
mated cost of $200 million. Total ex- 
penditures for tho planned five-year pro- 
gram will bo $1 billion. 


Tho 1,000-square-foot building will bo 


on display during tho three-day ex- 
position. When the show closes, it will be 
dismantled and transported to Paw Paw, 
III., • city of approximately 800,80 miles 
west of Chicago, and re-erected to serve 
tho community as a permanent postal fa- 
cility. The building will be fabricated and 
erected by the Chappie Co., Elmhuret, 
which has received a Notice of Award.

THE U.S. POSTAL Service sees a need 


for approximately 500 Industrialized post- 
al facilities annually for the next five 
years. Procurement will begin in 1974 
when tho Postal Service will solicit con- 
tractor bids on purchasing and erecting 
tho new facilities in each of the nation's 
five regional postal zones. 


The procurement will be nation-wide in 


scope and include post offices varying in 
size from 1,000 square feet to 6,500 
square feet of net floor area. 


A second test prototype building, con- 


taining 4,500 square feet, will bo erected 
as the permanent post office In Oneco,

work. 


The industrialized postal construction 


program has been developed to allow 
one-step procurement and erection of re- 
gional postal customer service facilities 
while making them available in approxi- 
mately half the time required by con- 
ventional construction methods. 


Robert A. Little, FAIA, Director of De- 


sign for Dalton Dalton Little Newport, 
said: 


"We are excited about the industrial- 


ized postal construction program and 
proud to have had a role in developing it 
under the Office of the Chief Engineer. 
We believe we have developed a concept 
that will provide maximum service for 
the public and still offer buildings which 
readily identify their purpose and use, 
while complementing any community or 
neighborhood where they are placed.

Major ISA shake-up near; 
Suburban League to expand

No Mid-Suburban League schools will 


be affected If either of two conference 
realignment proposals that have received 
consideration is adopted by the Inter- 
Suburban Association (ISA). 


The Herald has acquired copies of In- 


ter-Suburban proposals "E" and "F." 
Presumably, blueprints "A" through 
"D" were already scrapped. It Is not 
known If other resolutions exist. 


Basically, both plans expand the 45- 


year-old Suburban League by rearrang- 
ing schools In the Central Suburban, Des 
Plalnes Valley and West Suburban con- 
ferences. 


The ISA, a board of principals and su- 


perintendents, regulates membership in 
those leagues plus the Mid-Suburban. It 
must not be confused with the Southern 
Inter-Suburban Association. 


Somewhat puzzling is autonomous stat- 


ure awarded the Mid-Suburban League. 


All other ISA conferences would change 
and contain eight or nine teams under 
the studied proposals. 


The local MSL, however, would retain 


its 13-school North and South division 
alignment. There Is also space allotted 
for a sixth Dist. 211 school. That system 
i n c l u d e s Hoffman Estates, Conant, 
Fremd, Palatine and Schaumburg high 
schools. 


Rumors started last year when Maine 


North began planning its recently an- 
nounced withdrawal from tho Central 
Suburban. Last weekend, Maine athletic 
director Dave Kennedy said the school 
will pursue an independent schedule next 
year. 


No formal applications 1m e been 


made, but Maine North will reportedly 
seek Northwest Suburban, North Suhur- 
bnn or Tri-County membership. None arc 
ISA conferences. 


But realignment encompasses more

An Inverness resident has purchased 


majority interest in the Chicago fran- 
chise of the newly-formed World Football 
League.

Acknowledging he was not a "Lamar 


Hunt," Origer said. "I'm prepared to go 
$4 or $5 million on the team ... I want to 
get top people." 


An aide to Cleveland sports promoter 


Nick Mllctl said Origer paid Mlletl 
$750,000 for the Chicago franchise. Mlleti, 
the president of the Cleveland Indians, 
agreed to be a minority owner, partner 
and adviser to Origer. 


Origer, a 1955 civil engineering gradu- 


ate of the University of Illinois and an 
admitted Chicago Bear fan, estimated It 
would take crowds of 40,000 per game for 
his team to break even during the first 
year. 


Both Onger and Davidson said there 


was plenty of playing talert around with 
only about 150 of the 7,000 graduating 
college football players making it each 
year with the National Football League. 


The new league will feature at least 


three pro football rule changes — two-

How suburbia lives 


Historic old home 
is very much alive

Home for Mr. and Mrs. Bob Kopecky 


and their two smalt sons, Leonard and 
Will, is the upstairs of a rambling two- 
story house that once stood on Palatine 
Road. More than just a cozy apartment, 
the house offers a happy blending of his- 
tory, creativity and enough greenery to 
produce more than a shade of envy in 
any lover of plants. 


Bob and Kay Kopecky purchased the 


house in 1966, having rented the upstairs 
apartment several years prior. When the 
owner decided to sell, Bob simply bought 
their present apartment and the down- 
stairs one as well. 


Unfortunately the walls have no way of 


telling the story, but the Victorian-style 
house was originally built in downtown 
Palatine close to Nelsons' Bo-Kay Flow- 
er Shoppe on Bothwell which Bob now 
owns and operates. In 1958 the home was 
moved to its present site at 21G S. Wilson. 


VILLAGE RESIDENTS might remem-' 


ber seeing the more than 100-year-old 
house on its four-day trip to Wilson 
Street. At that time it cost less than $2000 
to move the house and according to Bob, 
the biggest expense was hiring a rider to 
sit on the roof to cut \vires along the 
way. 


To old-timers the Kopecky home may 


be known as the Fredrick Harmaning 
residence. And legend has It that a mid- 
wife, Mrs. Landtman, once lived upstairs 
of the building, then perhaps a dry goods 
store, and officiated at town births 50 or 
GO years ago. 


"It's probably true since many people 


have told me they were born in my bed- 
room," says Bob. 


Decorative cornices above the front 


windows and doorways of the house were 
made at the Batterman Mill in Palatine. 
Arlington Plating now occupies the site 
of that old saw mill. 


NOW WITH A new foundation, a two- 


car garage and coat of gray paint the 
house is flourishing under the care of the 
Kopeckys. 


Bob and Kay share an interest in his- 


toric furnishings which abound in their 


apartment. Priceless antiques are not 
befitting to their present taste, but a find 
at a garage sale or junk yard sets the 
creativity of this talented couple in ac- 
tion. No doubt Kay could talk for hours 
describing the background of most every 
piece in the spacious five-room apart- 
ment. 


Starting at the top, Kay found the orig- 


inal gas fixtures under the Insulation in 
the attic. These were installed in the liv- 
ing quarters with hand blown milk glass 
shades. 


"THERE'S EARLY BEKWYN, a little 


early Cicero, garage sale bargains and a 
few genuine antiques," jokes Bob about 
the furnishings. He also maintains that 
the big Investments in the house arc el- 
bow grease and imagination rather than 
dollars. As often happens, the personal 
investments only 
contribute 
to 
the 


charming, comfortable rooms. 


Legs on the radiator bench in the liv- 


ing room were reclaimed from jewelry 
cabinets from a store in Barrington. A 
brass organ lamp from the Betsy Thomp- 
son Estate in Palatine stands with a new 
shade beside an organ, purchased "in 
near perfect condition" from a garage 
sale. Above the organ hangs a shadow 
box made by Bob from an old frame, an 
old basket mounted inside. 


The dining room offers a similar ex- 


cursion into the personality and creativ- 
ity of the Kopeckys. 


A TEA CART "once adorned with red 


point and Pennsylvania Dutch decals," 
has been restored to its natural state. 


Dollar prints from the Art Institute hang 
in stately, reclaimed gold gilded frames. 
A replica of Kay's bridal bouquet has 
been enclosed In a glass jar that once 
held syrup at an old-fashioned soda foun- 
tain. 


The art wall in the country kitchen, 


complete with pantry, could keep one oc- 
cupied for hours. There's everything 
from a cream pail and butter press to a 
wicker rug beater. "Not wire, mind 
you," says Kay, "but wicker." 


Candle molds, old jars, pewter mugs 


and a \voodcn "ring and hollar" tele- 
phone have their places on the walL.Oth- 
er antiques found in the kitchen include a 
hat block (for steaming hats), a wooden 
tobacco canister, a granary scoop, and 
old spice cabinets. 


MANY THINGS came by horse and 


buggy, but many others found their way 
to the Kopecky home in the family car 
after weekend "junking" trips. 


"Ultimate tranquility" is Bob's goal 


for the landscape of the yard. A stockade 
fence encloses the backyard that con- 
tains hundreds of varieties of plants dur- 
ing the summer. 


"When you're a florist, gardens just 


happen naturally," said Bob about lus 
back yard paradise.

The safety harness system in late mod- 


el cars requires both the scat belt and 
shoulder harness to bo fastened before 
the car will start. However, studies have 
Indicated that children wearing a shoul- 
der harness could suffer Injuries to the 
neck tissues or spinal cord in an emer- 
gency stop. A harness which crosses tfto 
face, chin, or neck could cause even 
greater Injury.

tratlon, having recently insisted that 
vitamin supplements aro largely unnec- 
essary because Americans get all the nu- 
trition they need from food, has now or- 
dered the nation's bakeries to double tho 
iron content of enriched (lour and bread. 


"It is theorized that change In both 


dietary hablte of consumers and methods 
of food processing has contributed to the 
diminishing amount of iron In the aver- 
ago diet," tho FDA said in announcing 
Iti bread order. 


Earlier this year, the FDA prohibited 


vitamin product manufacturers from 
saying that depleted soil or modern food 
processing has created a nutritional defi- 


ciency in American foods. The agency 
also said at that time that "In terms of 
overall diet, today's general food supply 
can provide adequate amounts of all nu- 
trients necessary to good health." 


RECENT STUDIES, however, have In- 


dicated that Americans are not getting 
adequate nutrients, particularly iron. But 
doctors have decried tho FDA's solution 
to the problem as 111 Informed and dan- 
gerous. 


"Absolutely no work" has been done to 


demonstrate that more Iron In bread 
would be safe or effective, according to 
Dr. William H. Crosby, chief of hema- 
tology at the Scrlpps Clinic in La Jolla, 
Calif. 


Crosby said excessive iron can cause 


cirrhosis of the liver and pancreases, di- 
abetes, heart failure, and impotence in 
moles. 


More than 100 doctors signed a petition 


opposing tho order, which was circulated 
by Dr. Margaret Ann Krlkker of Albany, 
N.Y. Dr. Krlkker, who has treated iron- 
related disorders, called the move "an 
Irresponsible experiment." • 
• • • 


WHAT DOES "protein" shampoo or 


conditioner do for your hair? Nothing 
that any other shampoo or conditioner 
doesn't do, according to experts. 


An American Medical Association com- 


mittee on hair health and cosmetics says, 
hair above the skin Is already dead tis- 
sue and nothing con nourish it. 


The committee also debunked another 


recent beauty claim, that the substance 
called "collagen" is beneficial to the 
akin. Collagen fibers, found In tissues 
and cartilage, undergo changes during 
aging which result In wrinkles. But the 
use of cosmetics containing collagen will 
not reverse that process, the committee 
said.

Excellent cast carries 'Poor Dad'

Stage humor comes In variotu fornu. 


It may bo raucous and obvious as In bur- 
Iwquo. It may be witty ... or biting ... 
or gentle. Or It may be surrealistic u In 
"Oh Dad. Poor Dad, Mamma's Hung 
You In the Closet and I'm Feelin' So 
Sod," the current production of Schaum* 
burg Festival Theatre. 


This play Is not for everyone. If you 


like some kind of plot and a happy end- 
ing, skip "Oh Dad." But If you get more 
laughs from Charles Adams' cartoons 
than from "Peanuts," this rather ghoul- 
ish play will please you. 


For one thing, the cast Is excellent. 


Characters In "Oh Dad" aren't exactly 
the friendly folks next door, especially 
not Madame KoMpettle with her vcnus 
flytrap plants, her pet piranha fish and 
the corpse of her late husband that she 
takes with her everywhere! It's a diffi- 
cult role that Glnny Boycr handles very 
capably. 


IIAnOINC STEPHENS plays Ma- 


damo's son, Jonathan. Ills, too, Is not an 
easy part for It calls for Stephens to 
stammer throughout. Completely domi- 
nated by hit mother, the shy young man 
meets a forward young lady, Is much at- 
tracted to her but can't quite break his 
mover's hold. He takes refuge in his 
stamps, his coins and his books ... and 
the telescope he built for himself. 


Dana Langncr appears as Rosalie, a 


rather promiscuous babysitter who de- 
cides she wants Jonathan. Rosalie's de- 
mure little girl appearance Is deceiving, 
and the role requires considerable aban- 


don. Miss Langner gives a very con- 
vincing performance. 


The well-to-do Commodore Roseabove, 


who Is smitten by the widowed Madame 
Roscpcttle, Is portrayed ably by Bert 
Simmons. At first be appears In com- 
mand of the situation, but learns to his 
dismay that Madame Rosepettle very 
much has the upper hand. 


The cast also Includes Thomas.Quld as 


the head bellboy at the Caribbean hotel 
where the action takes place and Dan 
Carrlgan, Michael Cohen and Russell 
Mnrkward as bellboys. Though their 
parts are smaller, all arc good. 


"OH DAD" is not an cosy play to re- 


view. You have to see it to appreciate its 
black humor. And there really is not 
much of a story. Its merit lies in the 
characterizations and ghoulish humor. 
(I'm still trying to figure out whether 
playwright Arthur Koplt is aiming his 
darts at women, marriage, sex — or 
something I missed.) 


Mike Woulds has done a superb job of 


directing the players. It's too bad more 
people didn't turn out opening night to 
see the result. (Audiences improved on 
Saturday and Sunday evenings.) Perhaps

Christmas issue in needlepoint offered 


Two Christmas stamps, one designed In needlepoint, will be 


released by the U.S. Postal Service Nov. 7 at Washington, 
D.C. 


Tho 8-ccnt Issue which features a whimsical old-fashloncd 


Chhtmas trco Is the first U.S. stamp ever designed In 
needlepoint and was executed by Dolll Tingle, daughter of 
one artist and wife of another, Ward Brackctt, who has also 
designed U.S. stamps — tho Girl Scout, Law and Order and 
Suffrage Issues. 


Dolll Tingle's design took 10 days to complete and Is similar 


to the llomcmakers stamp (Scott No. 12S3). The 1964 adhesive 
however was designed by Norman Todhuntcr to simulate the 
needlework of an early American sampler, but was not ac- 
tually executed In needlepoint. 


Tho second Christmas stamp was adapted from a Ma- 


donna and Child pointed by Hnlpltnel. The original — the 
small Cowpcr Madonna — hangs In the National Gallery of 
Art in Washington, D.C. Tho stamp was designed by Bradbury 
Thompson. 


TIIK STAMPS WILL bo printed on the Andrcottl gravurc 


press with a print order of ono billion of each design. Yellow, 
light brown, red, blue, black and green inks will reproduce 
tho Raphael art. Light brown, yellow, gold, red, blue and 
black Inks will print tho needlepoint Christmas tree. Each 
stomp will have six plate numbers. 


First day ceremonies will be held at the National Gallery of 


Art Collectors desiring first-day cancellations should send 
their requests to "Christmas Stamp, Postmaster, Washington, 
D.C. 2001.1." On tho upper right corner of your envelope, 
pencil lightly which stamp is desired. Combinations may be 
ordered.

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Senate bill would fight numismatic counterfeiting 


Legal counterfeiting has plagued the 


hobby Industry for years. 
Collectors 


Items with any market value at all could 
be reproduced and sold as originals with- 
out fear of reprisal because there were 
no laws against It. 


The older or rarer the article the eas- 


ier It w»u to reproduce and, In many 
caies, the "legal copy" was so well 
mndc, It was Impossible to distinguish 
from the original. Some copies have even 
Iwcn known to command a much higher 
price tlmn the original although Its au- 
thenticity wai In doubt at the time of 
purchiise. 


Whether It will ever be possible to 


cr.idlcnlc this practice Is questionable, 
but with the polling of Senate Bill S-lll!!0 
Congress will have taken a giant stop In 
that direction. Unfortunately, It covers 
only two categories out of the thousands 
In the hobby Industry: numismatic Items 
— coins, tokens, medals, uoodcn and pa- 
per money, script, legal documents etc., 
and political Items such as campaign 
material, political buttons and souvenirs. 


Till: NKW bill will make It mandatory 


that all reproductions be clearly labeled 
as to date of production. 


ItegardInK coins, the bill specifies that 


the manufacture In the United States, or 
Importation of any Imitation numismatic 
item which Is not plainly and per- 
manently marked "COPY," Is unlawful 
and Is an unfair or deceptive act (under) 
the Federal Trade- Commission Act. En- 
forcement of the law Is left to the Feder- 
al Trade Commission. 


Tho legislators' Intentions tire guod, 


but about all this hill ulll do Is drive the 


manufacturers of such material under* 
ground for the next few years. The only 
way the American lobbyist can hope to 
win is through Its own diligence. The law 
Is there and the penalties arc there. All 
we have to do Is sec to it that every 
questionable case Is brought to the atten- 
tion of the Federal Trade Commission.

Author Jessica Mitford blasts American penal system in new book; 


if she had her way, she would close down jails and release inmates 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Jessica Mitford 


suggests that iho best way to reform 
American prisons Is to shut them down 
and release their Inmates. 


She added that she doesn't expect It to 


happen. 


The British-born Miss Mitford, now 


transplanted to California, Is the author 
who stirred up the undertaking business 
a few years ago with her "The American 
Way of Death." Now she has written 
"Kind and Usual Punishment," a tren- 
chant Indictment of tho American prison 
system and the reforms which she Insists 
keep making prisons worse. 


Miss Mllford, one of the six daughters 


of Lord and Lady Redcsdale — the radi- 
cal one In tho political arena — said In 
an Interview that she didn't know any 
more about the prison system than any 
other middle class white American until 
she was asked by tho American Civil 
liberties Union three years ago to pre- 
pare an article on prisoners' civil rights. 
What she found started her on more re- 
search and in her book she details all tho 
horrors — from tho self-perpetuating bu- 
reaucracy and Its frlghtcnlngly complete 
power over Inmates to the use of prison- 
ers in medical and pharmaceutical ex- 
periments ami ns cheap labor. 


TUB ABUSES of the system lead her 


to defend proposals for abolishing pris- 
ons rattier than reforming them. 


"I despair of reform." she said. "If 


what you mean Li tho reforms that have 
been fought for over the last century. 
What seem like reforms In theory have a 
way of turning Into nightmares In prac- 
tice." 


One reform for which she has much 


scorn Is the Indeterminate sentence, 
which she says In tlwory means prison- 
ers may achieve early release but In 
practice can mean longer Incarceration 
than a flat term of, say, five years. 


Another Is psychiatric treatment, given 


prisoners on the assumption that they 
must bo sick to commit crimes, but 
which results In humiliating the prisoner 
If this assumption Is wrong, as she be- 
lieves It usually is. 


In her argument for just releasing In- 


mates and closing prisons, sho sets forth 
the main objectives of prisons — protec- 
tion of tho public, deterrence of crime 
nnd rehabilitation of Inmates. Then she 
demolishes them. 
•liOTKCTION: "Most criminals arc 
not caught and those who are como out 
ot prison far worse than when they went 
In — and 09 per cent of them como out." 


Deterrence: "Prisons don't deter. 


Those who commit crimes obviously 


aren't deterred and the prisons are full 
of repeaters, so they weren't deterred. 
After all, I don't think it's fear of the Jaw 
that deters you and me from carving up 
our friends and relatives." 


Rehabilitation: "Prison rehabilitates 


only to the extent that It makes a prison- 
er servile, docile, fall into line. In my 
view the only truly rehabilitated, liter- 
ally Improved, prisoners are the rebels, 
those who refuse to knuckle under." 


Miss Mitford sees the prison system as 


part of the way In which society at- 
tempts to control the poor and the black 
— and It is the poor black who pre- 
dominates In tho prison population. She 
points out that at the turn of the century 
society was doing the same thing, only 
then It was the foreign born and their 
children — tho slum dwellers of their 
day — who made up the majority of the 
prison population. 


"I perceive the weakness in my argu- 


ment about abolishing prisons," she said. 
"There still remains the problem of what 
to do with the murderer who Is caught. 
We just can't have an equitable criminal 
justice system In an unfair, racist 
society. It's like talking about abolishing 
war — wo won't be able to do it as long 
as present economic and race relations 
exist. 


"BUT UNTIL the time when we can do 


without prisons, there are things that can 
be fought for within the system. 


"There could and should be the right ot 


prisoners to organize into unions. It's 
being done now — there's the Prisoners 
Union, a national organization with head- 
quarters In San Francisco, and as of last 
March It had 3,000 members in 68 state 
nnd federal penitentiaries." 


Other reforms she advocates include 


an end to new prison construction and to 
prison sentences for so-called victim-less 
crimes such as prostitution and drug 
abuse, reduction of the discretionary 
powers of prison authorities and restora- 
tion of prisoners' constitutional rights. 


MISS MITFOIU) said that, except for 


one chapter In which sho describes her 
own research experience, she has ig- 
nored women's prisons, explaining: 


"Only one prisoner out of 30 Is a wom- 


an — women make up more than half the 
population but one-thirtieth of the prison 
population. Rhode Island, I believe It is, 
has no women prisoners at all. And most 
of the women in prison are there for dif- 
ferent kinds of crime than men — for 
prostitution and narcotics, which aren't 
real crimes at all. So I decided to con- 
centrate on the main problem, which is 
men's felony prisons." 


Coping with Death Row 


CARSON CITY. NEV. (UPI) - Jack Ralnsberger spent 13 


years in tho shadow of the Nevada gas chamber but It was 
during that time he learned to live more fully. 


Ralnsbcrgcr, on death row here longer than any other in- 


mate, now takes a matter-of-fact attitude to those years 
which ended with tho U.S. Supremo Court's ruling on capital 
punishment. 


"You had two choices," Ralnsbcrgcr, 38, said in an Inter- 


view. "You could look to bo executed and live for that. Or you 
could go about your business as though tho execution did not 
exist." 


All except two Inmates chose the latter course, according to 


Rnlnslicrgor, whoic term hits been reduced to life In prison 
without possibility of parole. 


"I lived as If I was going to continue to live ... I wrote 
... I meditated ... I adopted tho Vandanta School of Hin- 
duism ... I studied," he said as he recalled his days In tho 
fixe by eight foot cell. 


He admitted to an occasional "anxiety reaction" about go- 


Ing to the gas chamber but sold everybody has those — sim- 
ilar to n temporary seizure of fear while In on airplane. 


DURING TIIOSE years, Rnlrcibcrger became one of the 


moit widely known inmates In Nevada. Ho was called tho 
"poet luurcntc of death row" for his book of verse. His views 
against the death penalty were circulated outside the prison 
walls. Ho became a symbol of hope for others facing tho 
death penalty as his attorney, Samuel Lionel of Las Vegas, 
fought through tho courts in appeal after appeal, always de- 
laying Rainsborgcr's date with death. 


During his first Interview with a newsman since tho Su- 


premo Court decision, Rnlnsborgcr was tense, his brown eyes 
fixed straight ahead. His hair is tldnnlng, but ho appears to 
bo In good shape — tho result of a jogglng-ln-placc program 
he followed on death row. 


Ralnsbcrgcr, who has been In and out of prison since he 


wiii 12 years old, was convicted of the stabbing of Erllnc 
Knlkcr, 24, a Las Vegas secretary. 


When asked, Ralnsbcrgcr says he is "remorseful" about 


the slaying but then questions, "How do you show your feel- 
Ing?" As a self-professed cynic, he suggested that any state- 
ment he made would be self-serving In the eyes of many of 
the public. 


Hi: CANT remember now Irow he first Iicard tho news of 


tho Supreme Court's decision but docs recall there was no 
wild celebration on death row. "There were no acts of elation 
... things had gone on for so long there was n feeling of 
relief." 


Like alt convicts, Ralnsbcrgcr hopes for release some day. 


If It ever comes, lie has vowed to live three years In a Hindu 
monastery. 


Right now he works as n clerk, Is continuing his writing and 


meditation and composes crossword puzzles which he sells for 
cash. There arc occasional visitors but he thinks of himself as 
n "loner." His best friend Is Thomas Bean, who lived next to 
Kniiubcrgcr on death row for nearly nine years. 


No one Is guessing If Ralnsbcrgcr ever will be paroled 


and ho himself says It Is "not an obsession" to be released. 
In tho mrantlme. he known the joy of being alive. 


"I don't function mechanically any more. 1 am aware of 


everything I do, oven though It may bo performed in the 
same manner at tho same time every day."

Prisoners praise co-ed facility in Fort Worth 


FORT WORTH, TEX. (UPI) — James, 


red-haired, lean, tough looking, the con- 
ventional hood, leaned against the Iron 
bars of his prison door and talked about 
compassion. 


James was a heroin addict who turned 


to robbery and pushing drugs to support 
his habit. He served time in Lca- 
venworth, the federal penitentiary in 
Kansas, and lost year was transferred to 
the Forth Worth Correctional Institution 
FCT. 


"You can't know the bitterness, the 


hate, that grows in a man at a place like 
Leavcnworth," he sold. 


"You walk a line. You keep your mask 


on. Maybe you find a group. You know. 
You got to protect yourself. Maybe to 
run drugs inside. The rackets. Extortion. 


"You talk about how to make a score 


when you get out. You plan your first 
job; who you're going to hit when you 
get on the street again. 


"I've never heard that here. I've never 


seen a place like Fort Worth. There's a 
warmth between tho residents Inmates 
here. I mean that. 


"You caro about each other. We talk 


about how we're going to make it on the 


outside. There's a feeling of love here." 


THE FORT WORTH Correctional In- 


stltution spreads across the crest of a 
slow, grassy hill on the southern limits of 
Fort Worth in central Texas. The 
grounds cover 200 acres, but only half 
that is within the patchwork of chain link 
fences. 


Until Oct. 19,1971, the complex was a 


narcotics treatment center. Then the ex- 
periment by the United States Bureau of 
Prisons — called the "spirit of Fort 
Worth" by the S31 Inmates — began. 


FCI is coeducational, which creates 


some controversy. Male and female con- 
victs mixing — not intimately, usually — 
Is what Warden Charles Campbell must 
explain to visitors first. 


"Sex is not one of our preoccupations," 


he said. 


"Sex is nothing new to most of the 


women we have here. They've used sex 
all their lives. 


" T h e y ' r e troubled, unstable, in- 


complete men nnd women. Maybe the 
rood back for a woman who has prosti- 
tuted Is to have a healthy relationship 
with a man on a non-sexual basis." 


CAMPBELL SAID there have been 


five confirmed pregnancies in the two 
years of FCI. One involved a husband 
and wife. Campbell said sexual mis- 
conduct at FCI does occur, but happens 
far less often than at all-male or all-fe- 
male prisons. And, he said, there is none 
of the "predatory" kind of sex, the ho- 
mosexual rape or the "walking part- 
ners" situations that flourish elsewhere. 


Robert, a long-haired prisoner in jeans 


and a T-shirt, said Leavenworth and ev- 
ery other prison he knows about operate 
under "total repression." 


"It's a we-they thing up there." He 


said. "It's 'we* the prisoners and 'they* 
the guards. They do everything for you. 
Here we try to help ourselves. 


"The price of rent here Is con- 


frontation," Robert said. "You come in 
here and you are going to be confronted. 
Sny a man comes here and we nsk him, 
'Why are you shooting heroin?' He's got 
to hove an answer. 


"Or we'll have a guy in a group ses- 


sion, where maybe 19 or 20 guys are sit- 
ting in that room over there. Someone 
says, 'I'm poor, I'm black, that's why I 
rob people. I can't do anything else.' 


"Well, he's taken a negative position, 


and with 20 guys hammering at you, you 


can't maintain a negative position." 


WARDEN CAMPBELL, described by 


Robert as "one of the most humane men 
I've ever known," walks the quadrangle 
dally visiting with the inmates. Robert 
said an inmate never saw the warden at 
a regular prison. 


During one morning tour, five inmates 


stopped the warden to ask for appoint- 
ments, and each time Campbell set up a 
time for later in the afternoon or the 
next day. 


An inmate named Harris, another Lea- 


venworth alumnus, said, "Maybe 15 per 
cent of the people in prison ore psycho. 
They like to kill people; they like to rob. 
They should be put away. 


"But that means 85 per cent can be 


rehabilitated. Like me. I was violent. I 
had a temper. Maybe I still have it. but 
a lot of people on the outside have one 
too. I got it under control. 


"It took me a month to pet over what 


Leavcnworth does to you. I didn't know 
what to do here. You haven't got any- 
bodv to take care of you." 


William, a tall, thin black man, follow- 


ed the conversation intently, nodding or 
shaking his head. 


"We got a chance here," he said. 


Counseling instead of jail for drug dbusers 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - For many 


first-time offenders in California's capi- 
tal city, jail is now only one possibility In 
a drug arrest. 


Certain persons, caught during certain 


hours of certain days, may choose In- 
stead to sign a simple "contract" with 
police, diverting themselves out of the 
criminal justice system and into a coun- 
seling program, the first of Its kind in 
the nation. 


Possession of marijuana or drugs Is 


still a possible felony in California, pun- 
ishable by up to 10 years in prison. 


But, with the assumption that jails, 


courts and laws have failed all too 
frequently, Sacramento embarked this 
month on a national pilot program to 
treat many first-time offenders much 
like errant drivers, who are sent to driv- 
ing school. 


The big difference is that persons com- 


pleting the "drug diversion" program 
walk away with no public arrest record. 


Police Sgt. James A. White, director of 


the project and one of two counselors 


who will maintain it, said, "The aim Is to 
avoid the criminal stigma." White cited 
police statistics showing 95 per cent of 
the coses which qualify for diversion 
would otherwise end up in dismissal, ac- 
quittal or probation. 


TO BE ELIGIBLE, persons can not 


have a previous felony or drug-related 
arrest. They must be picked up for 
simple possession of drugs other than 
narcotics, and not have more than a 
plastic bag full of marijuana or 25 pills. 
And, they must not be too stoned to talk. 


Because of the experimental nature nf 


the program, which is financed by a 
$46,000 grant from the National Police 
Foundation, it will not operate seven 
days a week, around the clock. 


Counselors will be on duty from B a.m. 


to midnight, Tuesdays through Satur- 
days, when police say 86 per cent of the 
dnig possession arrests occur. 


Suspects will be taken to the police sta- 


tion and told they have a choice — 
booked and jailed or a talk with the di- 
version officer. 


White or the other counselor, Patrol- 


man George Palml, will explain the pro- 
gram and offer the suspect a contract, 
calling for no more than 16 hours of 
counseling over a period of 30 days or 
less. If the suspect signs, information he 
tells the counselor cannot be used 
against him should the case somehow 
wind up in court. 


AFTER THE SIGNING, the suspfct 


will be given another appointment date 
and turned loose. Counseling from then 
on can go In a myriad of different direc- 
tions. The suspect might be referred to 
another agency, which is purely volun- 
tary, or talked with a couple of times 
and released. 


The only requirement is that the sus- 


pect see the program through to the end, 
or the case will be turned back to the 
district attorney. 


The results of the one-year pilot effort 


will be evaluated by an independent pro- 
fessional and forwarded through the po- 
lice foundation based in Washington, 
D.C. 
to 
law 
enforcement 
agencies 


throughout the nation. 


There is no legal basis for the program 


other than some "hazy" areas in current 
law, White said. 


But, the sergeant predicted, "Inasmuch 


as it's the first in the country, it will be 
an evaluation tool in perhaps taking a 
good, hard look at possible legislation." 
White's hopes arc high for the success of 
the project. 


POLICE STATISTICS show an in- 


crease in drug arrests in Sacramento 
from 250 in 1966 to an estimated .1,000 
last year, about 30 per cent of which 
might have been eligible for diversion. 


A similarly unique program for juve- 


niles was started two years ago In the 
city and is credited with cutting repeat 
arrests from 18 per cent to 7.5 per cent. 


"To say the least,' it's a dramatic 


step," White said. 


But Chief Deputy District Attorney 


Geoffrey Burroughs, who is deeply in- 
volved in the program, has cautioned po- 
lice officers: "This is an experiment like 
a lot of things. If it doesn't work, we are 
going to ashcan it. It's as simple as 
that."

CHARLESTON, SOUTH CAROLINA was settled largely by 


Huguenots who fled from France and the persecution of Cath- 
erine de Medici. These Huguenots have left a deep impression 
on Charleston cooking. Later the Negro added innovations to 
these French "receipts," so that the cuisine of today's Charles- 
ton is an intriguing mixture of French and Negro cooking. 


Old family "recipes" have been passed down through the- 


generations. Desserts ranged from the very simple to the most 
elegant, but always pleasing to the palate. There was the famous 
Lady Baltimore Cake, Lemon Coconut Mountain Cake and 
Trifle. Many versions of the popular Charlotte Russe, an elegant 
molded dessert, have graced Charleston dinner tables. All kinds 
of puddings were served — rice pudding, cottage pudding, 
tapioca cream, coconut pudding, ratifia cream. 


This marble cake is very unusual. Instead of the usual com- 


bination of chocolate and white cake, it is swirls of lemon and 
spice. Cinnamon, mace, nutmeg and cloves flavor the spice 
cake batter. Whipped cream ar\cl toasted coconut are used to 
frost and decorate this delicately flavored cake. 


Apple Charlotte, good with or without the meringue topping, 


is a most versatile recipe. It is simply layers of sweetened apples 
and bread slices, topped with orange marmalade. A mixture of 
orange and lemon juice is added for flavor and moisture. 
Peaches may also be used in place of the apples, if desired. 


This rice pudding, an old colonial favorite, has lots of plump 


raisins throughout. Although traditionally baked in a casserole 
dish, it can also be baked and served in individual custard cups 
or souffle dishes.

The word "hamburger" can cover a lot 


of deception. For example, too much fat 
In Iho meat Is the common and major 
complaint. The legal federal maximum 
tor fat Is 30 per cent. Many butchers are 
telling hamburger with far more fat. 
Why? Because they make a lot of extra 
profit that way. Fat Is far cheaper than 
red meat'. My advice to purchasers Is to 
Inquire, when buying, what the fat con- 
tent Is, If the butcher cannot supply (hat 
Information, or satisfy your curiosity 
about what goes Into your ground meat, 
try another shop. 


There arc no uniform standards for 


hamburger, otherwise known as chopped 
beef. But many leading meat dealers ara 
trying to make their products reasonably 


consistent In fat content. In general they 
have not yet been too successful. 


Here is a quick breakdown of what to 


expect In types of chopped meat: 


Regular .'Ground iBeef: Ground beef 


made from lean meat and rat as cut 
from a whole aide of beef. For ham- 
burger patties, Casseroles, meat loaves 
and sauces.

Ground Chuck: Only chuck is used.

Ground Round: This Is deluxe "ham- 


burger" with a higher price tag to match 
its quality. Your supermarket grinds it 
from loaf beef round.

choose regular, chuck or round. When a 
recipe suggests a mixture such as 
ground beef and pork or ground beef,

Decline in food prices 
reported for September 


If there could be one general rule for 


cooking ground beef, It would simply be 
— treat It gently. But, no matter what' 
you do, you can't get a good hamburger 
from poor quality meat. Nor if it's cook* 
ed too much, handled too muclr or mixed 
up with a lot of extraneous Ingredients. 


Tho easlst way to murder hamburger 


Is to squeeze It together and pound it into 
shopc.'Good quality beef, freshly ground 
and used at once, needs only light, shap- 
ing. Onion juice or finely chopped chives 
can bo Incorporated into the meat for ex- 
tra flavoring. 


If the ground beef Is to bo "stretched," 


you may odd to each pound about one- 
half cup soft bread crumbs, soaking 
them briefly in about one-half cup sea- 
soned milk or stock. (Press the moisture 
out before using.) 


One-half cup finely grated raw carrots, 


potatoes or ground and cooked soy beans 
or one cup dry processed ceral may also 
boused. 


JtKMEMDER TO use a light touch 


when mixing any of these ingredients 
Into the meat. Use a fork to gently mix 
the "extender" and, with a light touch, 
shape the mixture into patties. 


It's also a good idea to decide before 


you put the moot into the pan how thick 
you wont the finished hamburger. Never 
compact the pattle in the pan by press- 
Ing down on it with • spatula. 


To cook hamburger, consider the 


grind. The degree of fattlness is Impor- 
tant in helping determine how you will 
treat the pan for sautelng or whether you 
will brush the patties with butter during 
the broiling. 


If using ready ground beef, preheat an 


ungreased heavy skillet slowly, to the 
point where a small sample of the meat 
when added will sizzle, not hiss sharply. 
Drop the patties in the pan and leave 
them, cooking over medium heat uncov- 
ered for about three or four minutes. 
During this time sufficient fat should be 
available from the patty Itself to permit 
the hamburger to be turned without 
.sticking. Turn and cook on the oU\er side 
about three minutes or even longer, de- 
pending on the thickness of the patty and 
the degree of doneness desired. 


TirE METHOD of preheating the skil- 


let and shrmkllng It with salt before ad- 
ding the ground beef affords a fat-free 
pan and will keep the meat from sticking 
— and for a very good reason. It draws 
the juices from the meat. Because of 
this, it's a good idea to withhold season- 
ing from hamburgers until after at least 
one side of the meat is seared. If you use 
very lean beef, you will need about one 
tablespoon butter or suet added to the 
preheated skillet. Heat the fat to the 
point of fragrance before you add the 
meat, and proceed to cook as for ready- 
ground hamburger.

Buy your meats last 


Although some supermarkets' layouts 


make this difficult, try to buy meats, in- 
cluding hamburger, last. 


Burying the meat at the bottom of the 


shopping cart can puncture the package. 
This mishandling increases the chances 
that bacteria will grow in it. Hamburger 
can be stored in its own plastic wrapp- 
ing, but not in butcher paper, says the 
New York Better Business Bureau.

. Last month's decline in grocery prices 
was partially offset by increases in res- 
taurant meals. The result was an 0.7 per 
cent decline in overall consumer food 
prices following a six per cent jump in 
August. 


When seasonal factors were included, 


the September food decline was 0.1 per 
cent. 


Consumers can expect to pay more this week for pork chops, frozen 


ocean perch fillets and eggs, according to a price survey taken Monday. 
Pork chops showed the largest increase of 43 cents per pound. Average 
price for ocean perch is five cents above a week ago and eggs are up 
seven cents. 


The cost of lettuce is four cents higher than on Oct. 15, but celery shows 


a decline of three cents. 


Twenty-four ounces of salad oil will cost about three cents more this 


week. Remaining food prices reflect variances of only a penny or two. 


Recorded food prices are based on averages obtained from four area 


supermarkets to measure general trends.

park land after Mill Creek homeowners 
made the request. Chester Moskal, who 
represents Miller, said his company has 
applied for building permits for the final 
phase and will build the apartments if 
discussion breaks off. 


Some residents have said Miller has

They said Miller has had 
difficulty renting the apartments in the 
first phase and would prefer building 
condominiums. 


Moskal, however, said this Is not true. 


"We have agreed to meet with the home- 
owners again so we can arrive at some- 
thing that is acceptable to them (home- 
owners) and will also give us an accept- 
able return," he said recently. 


Although the two groups have not re- 


sumed their meetings, Moskal said Mill- 
er will consider eliminating the com- 
mercial area and replacing it with anoth- 
er building, as well as increasing the size 
of the pork. Several residents opposed 
Miller's earlier offer because they felt a 
3.5 acre park was too small to be of 
much benefit. 


Moskal said the size of the park can be 


Increased providing an acceptable den- 
sity can still be schlcvcd. With a larger 
park, Moskal said, It will probably be- 
come necessary to construct four-story 
buildings.

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Wheeling to require trust disclosures

Wheeling officials soon will take steps 


to implement a new state law that re- 
quires disclosure of the names of persons 
who benefit from land trusts, requesting 
official action by the village. 


The law, which became effective Oct. 


1, will affect all land trusts that seek zon- 
ing changes, special-use permits, build- 
ing permits or licenses. In the past, the 
names of beneficiaries were secret, and 
official action was taken by the village 
without knowing who would benefit. 


Village Mgr.. George Passolt said the 


village has requested a copy of the law. 
He said the village, however, will not 
take any steps to require disclosure until 
the law is reviewed by the village attor- 
ney. "Until I see the bill Itself, I can't 
make any arrangements," he said.

Passolt said that in order to comply 


with the state law the village will have to 
release the names of such beneficiaries if 
they are requested. 


S T A T E HEP. J o h n Porter, 


R-Evanston, sponsor of the act, said it 
does not require the village to pass any 
special ordinances or resolutions. "I 
think the law is self-executing," he said. 


Porter said, however, the village is 


now responsible for gathering the names, 
addresses and interests of the benefi- 
ciaries of any trust seeking village ac- 
tion. "I think they might have to change 
some of the forms they use for zoning 
applications," he said. "It's their respon- 
sibility to see that their applications ask 
for that information." 


The law requires that disclosure be 


made either "under oath or affirma- 
tion." Porter explained that such testi- 
mony requires the seal of a notary pub- 
lic, and thus persons who give false in- 
formation could be charged with perjury. 


"The theory of the bill is that the gov- 


ernment ought to have the right to know 
the real parties with whom they are 
dealing," he said. 


The secrecy of land trusts previously 


has become an issue in Wheeling when 
zoning changes were granted without 
public disclosure of who was benefited 
by the action. 


For example, apartment zoning for 47 


lots in the W. Strong Street area was 
granted to'a land trust. Despite the con- 
troversy surrounding the zoning, it took 
several months before court proceedings 
revealed that the land was owned by 
Douglas Cargill, a member of the zoning 
board at the time. 


PORTER SAID several municipalities 


had required public disclosure of the 


trust beneficiaries even before the state 
law was passed. Other towns are now in 
the process of drawing up ordinances 
that require such disclosure. 


For example, Mount Prospect has di- 


rected its attorney to draw up an ordi- 
nance that will parallel the new state 
law. 


In Des Plaines, the city council is con- 


sidering amending the zoning codes to 
require complete disclosure of trust ben- 
eficiaries, including those who were part 
of the trust during the past 12 months. 
This part of the ordinance is designed to 
prevent persons from withdrawing from 
the trust prior to seeking zoning action, 
and then rejoining the trust after action 
is taken. 


Porter said other legislation is pending 


that would require trust disclosures in 
other areas, including those trusts that 
are involved with government contracts.

Village OKs 
Crossings 
pool, center 


Buffalo Grove officials have given Otis 


Associates, developer of the 129-acro 
Crossings development, the go-ahead to 
begin construction of its recreation cen- 
ter and swimming pool. 


James Otis, president of the North- 


brook firm, told the village board Mon- 
day night he hopes construction of the 
pool and center will begin this fall. 


The project, which will consist of 74B 


units was begun last spring and will 
probably be completed in 1978. The first 
phase of the development consists of 106 
townhouses. The second phase will prob- 
ably begin next spring, Otis said. 


The development will be built in eight 


phases and consist of clustor-slngle-fami- 
ly homes, garden condominiums and 
apartments, in addition to the toun- 
houses. The project is located south of 
the intersection of 111. Rtc. S3 and III. 
Rte. 83. 


IN ADDITION to the homes, the devel- 


opment will also have a 13.4 acre com- 
mercial area on its eastern end. Otis said 
a bank and office building will probably 
be Included in the commercial area. He 
said a portion of the commercial area 
probably will be started next spring. 


In addition to the recreation center and 


swimming pool, there will also be a pri- 
vate bath and tennis club, four lakes, 
walking and bicycling paths, and possi- 
bly a children's zoo. The larger lakes 
probably will be used for boating. 


The developer has said the project has 


been designed to retain "a rustic, rural 
atmosphere." In an effort to retain this 
atmosphere, a barn and several other 
structures from when the area was a 
farm have been preserved. The buildings 
arc being used for a sales center and will 
be converted to a cultural arts center 
upon completion of the project.

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Greeks find a new gold rush on campus 


Student activism of '60s being supplanted by fraternity, sorority resurgence

Fraternities and sororities are 


dropping their more "rlnky-dlnk" 
traditions, college freshmen 
arc 


more conservative und the result is a 
boom In the Greek system on many 
college campuses. 


Homecoming parades arc striking 


up everywhere, for the first time in 
three years on some campuses. More 
college women arc wearing dresses 
Instead of slacks. And even many of 
the slacks-eot Is clad In permanent 
press or wool tailored jeans, replac- 
ing the standard uniform of faded de- 
nim and sweatshirts. 


It's back to the days when men are 


men and women, even If they are 
more liberated, are frying to look 
more feminine. But the superficial, 
outward signs of a changing attitude 
on campus are showing up In another 
old tradition, the sororities and fra- 
ternities. 


OMOWING NUMBERS of college 


freshmen are lining up to participate 
in the Greek membership drive 
called "rush," where sororities and 
fraternities throw open their doors 
and try to sell their group to the 
"nuhees" In a scries of parties or 
dinners. Although the system varies 
from campus to campus, the central 
Idea of a concentrated time to sell 
the Greek system remains. 


As one sorority advisor put it, 


"They (Greeks) have a commodity 
that other people are Interested in 
buying ... friendship." And despite 
costs of up to $530 for a first year 
member to join a sorority or frater- 
nity, more and more people arc turn- 
Ing to the system as an Important 
part of the total college experience. 


At the University of Illinois In 


Champaign-Urbana, twice as many 
women arc signed up for sorority 
rush this year as compared to 1971. 
Two hundred women pledged sorori- 
ties In 1971. In 1672, -100 of the 900 
women who went through rush 
pledged sororities. And this year, an 
estimated 1,150 to 1,200 women are 
signed to participate in the formal 
rush program which started last 
weekend. 


THE TREND is nationwide, ac- 


cording to staff advisors for frater- 
nities and sororities around the state. 
Why? Most advisors point to a 
changed attitude among freshmen 
and a shift in approach inside the 
Greek system Itself. 


First, the changing freshmen: Col- 


lege students are "studying like cra- 
zy," according to Greek advisor Will- 
nrd Broom at the U. of I. At North- 
ern Illinois University in DeKalb, so- 
rority staff adviser Pat Takemoto 
said "This year's homecoming is the 
biggest in a long time. The students 
arc more interested in organizations 
and traditions." 


"The kids are not asking the usual 


questions of the late '60s," said fra- 
ternity advisor Robert Hondrlckson 
at Northwestern University In Evans- 
ton. Instead of queries about Hell 
Week or initiation rigors, freshmen 
at Northwestern are asking "' Are 
you a close group?' or 'What's the 
group feeling toward the fraternity?' 
They didn't pledge quickly," Hen- 
drickson said. 


MOST OF THE sorority and frater- 


nity advisors sw the new attitudes 
among students as a reflection of the 
entire society. 


During the student activism years 


of the 1960s, "the student was a rath- 
er serious individual, wrapped up in 
the urgency of solving the country's 
problems. All of this affected all 
kinds of student organizations," said 
sorority advisor and assistant dean 
of women Kay Mangum at North- 
western. The 1960s freshman came to 
college after being reared to be a 
young adult, then was set back when 
he was treated as an adolescent 
when he set foot on campus. Besides 
the protests of the "in loco parentls" 
approach of the 1960s college admin- 
istrations, students began flexing 
their youth power muscles in nation- 
al politics. 


"In the 1960s, students were really 


an effective lobbying group. It got 
out of hand and they lost their effec- 
tiveness," Mangum explained. In 
1971, disillusioned students retreated 
to isolationism, and now, "People 
are once again interested In groups," 
Mangum said, describing the newest 
class as "a little more con- 
servative." 


BUT IF INCOMING freshmen are 


a new breed of nishees, the people 
on the other side of rush have 
changed, too. 


"The Greek houses have moved 


away from the more rinky-dlnk tra- 
ditions. In the fraternities, the big 
thing used to be Hell Week and haz- 
ing. That's pretty much out now," 
said U. of I. advisor Broom. The 
changes didn't come easily. 


The 1968-70 years meant a big drop 


in interest in the Greek system, and 
fraternities "had to react to that. A 
lot refused to change," Broom said. 


The process of change, according 


to the U. of I. advisor, came in three 
ways, all reflecting society's reac- 
tions to the turmoil of the '60s. First, 
there were fraternities that en- 
trenched themselves in the old tradi- 
tions and refused to change (Broom 
equated them to Barry Goldwater's 


approach). At the other end were the 
"unfratemities," the groups that 
threw away every tradition to be- 
come the Greek equivalent of Jerry 
Rubin, Broom said. 


Now, the fraternities who were 


somewhere in the middle in changing 
are the strongest, Northwestern's 
Hendrickson called it his "gut level 
feeling" that the freshmen are look- 
ing for the houses that have retained 
the good traditions. 


"It's gone over a lot of good, 


healthy revision and change," Hen- 
drickson said. 


WITH THE structured rush period 


just completed at Northwestern, so- 
rorities have pledged 240 women, an 
Increase of 21 per cent from last 
year. Northwestern has traditionally 
been a big sorority and fraternity 
school, where 31 per cent of the en- 
tire undergraduate population is af- 
filiated with the Greek system. 


"Traditionally, 
Northwestern's 


been called kind of a cold place. So- 
rorities provide a closer contact with 
a greater number of diverse people 
than any other way," Mangum said 
in support of the system. 


"A lot of alums (sorority and fra- 


ternity members who have gradu- 
ated) are out of touch with where the 
sorority system is. They think it kind 
of dried up and blew away,'1 Mang- 
um added. 


But by an indications, the system 


of college sororities and fraternities 
is making a comeback. Whether it is 
happening because the system has 
changed, the students have changed 
or society as a whole is changing, 
Greek life on campus appears to be 
entering a new cycle of growth.

Next 
summer, according to Tom Cosgrovc, di- 
rector of physical plant for the district, 
the crews will make still more changes 
to ensure no electrical accidents can oc- 
cur In the poles. 


liachhubcr reported to tho board that 


during his investigation he decided more 
safety precautions In tho poles were ncc- 
ci.inry la prevent a reoccurrence of on 
Incident about a month ago at Prospect 
High School. At Prospect, a short circuit 
In one of tho light poles resulted In a 
wire mesh fence becoming electrically 
charged during a football game. 


Bnchhubor said, "Once wo started In- 


vestigating, wo discovered there had 
been two similar Incidents, ono at Pros- 
pect ami ono at Wheeling. They had been 
overlooked because they happened when 
we didn't have a crowd." 


TllK SAFETY precautions recom- 


mended by Dnchhubcr Include checking 
nil wire splices In tho poles and filling 
space* nt tho splices with Insulation ma- 
terial In prevent bare wires from ever 
touching the polo Itself. That precaution, 
Cosgrove said, Is already being taken. 


In addition, Dachhubcr recommended 


changing tho grounding system to ensure 
that any short In tho pole would trip cir- 
cuit breakers and also suggested that all 
poles bo painted to tho height of eight 


feet with insulating paint to prevent per- 
sons touching tho pole from getting 
shocks under any circumstances. 


District officials indicated the re- 


grounding could be completed during the 
summer with no financial cost to the 
school district because 
maintenance 


workers already employed can do the 
work. Supt. Edward Gilbert said the dis- 
trict will get estimates on the cost of the 
insulating paint. 


Dnchhubcr also said, "If we do all 


these things, tho systems will be so safe 
you'll never know you have a problem. 
So I suggest wo put a simple fault in- 
dicator on the poles to let us know if 
there's trouble." 


THE LIGHT POLES at Wheeling, Her- 


scy, Forest View, Elk Grove and Rolling 
Meadows high schools all are installed in 
approximately the same way as the ones 
at Prospect 


Cosgrovo said precautions also will bo 


taken at Arlington High School, where in- 
stallation is much older and where the 
lights are mounted on wooden poles with 
electrical fixtures enclosed In metal and 
running along the outside of tho pole. 


Buffalo Grove High School, the dis- 


trict's newest school, docs not yet have 
lights on Its football field. 


In other action, tho board approved the

Nixon impeachment 7 to 1

Voters In tho traditionally conservative 


Republican Northwest suburbs favor the 
Impeachment of President Nixon by a 7 
to 1 margin based upon telegrams re- 
ceived by U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, 
It-l!th. 


Edward Murnane, Crane spokesman, 


said tho congressman's Washington of- 
fice has received about 300 telegrams 
since Saturday when the President an- 
nounced tho firing of special Watergate 
prosecutor Archibald Cox, Deputy U.S. 
Atty. Gen. William Ruckclshaus and the 
resignation of Atty. Gen. Eliot Richard- 
son. Of the telegrams, Murnane said 
about SO came from outside his congres- 
sional district 


"Yes, I'd soy we've been receiving 


quite n number of telegrams on tho mat- 
ter of Impeachment. They've been com- 
inn In droves. Most of the ones wo have 
gotten so far were sent Saturday or Sun- 
day. In fact, we are still getting ones 
sent over tho weekend," ho said Wednes- 
day. 


CRANE EARLIER had told Tho Her- 


ald that ho believed tho sentiment for im- 
peachment stems largely from the fir- 
Ing of Special Prosecutor Archibald Cox. 
Tho firing of Cox, a presidential ap- 


pointee, ho said, could not be considered 
on "impcachablo offense." 


Crane also said that he did not consid- 


er the President to be in violation of a 
court order, since he had offered the 
court a compromise in an attempt to sat- 
isfy Judge John Sirica's ruling on the 
Watergate tapes. Ha added, however that 
ho would be obliged to vote for impeach- 
ment should the President resist a ruling 
by tho Supremo Court. 


Mumano sold telegrams have come 


from all over the country. 


"Of the out-of-dlstrict ones, the count is 


about 10 to 1 favoring impeachment. 
These telegrams appear to be part of an 
organized effort to contact all members 
of congress. The ones from within the 
district are running approximately 7 to 1 
for Impeachment," ho said. 


MURNANE cautioned against taking 


this early count as reflecting the senti- 
ment of the area. 


"There arc about 500,000 in the 12th 


congressional district, and the 200 or 250 
responses so far do not make up wide- 
spread support for impeachment of the 
President There are very few other is- 
sues, however, that would generate 
this," ho said.

The name of the game is "control" for 


tavern and liquor store operators in the 
four weeks since the new Illinois liquor 
law went into effect. 


On Oct. 1 it became legal for 19-and 20- 


year-olds to purchase and consume beer 
and wine in Illinois. The problem facing 
alcohol dispensers was one of separating 
the beer and wine crowd from those 
drinkers 21 and older and thus able to 
order all manner of libations. 


The bartender and clerk must be sure 


of what they're serving to whonE.A mis- 
take can be costly. A stiff fine and the 
possibility of losing one's license is the 
price for a mistake in pouring the poison. 


TO PROTECT themselves and their 


livelihoods, the sellers threatened to take 
extraordinary measures in branding the 
younger clientele. More than one bar- 
tender vowed to place a bright red "NO" 
on the foreheads of the 19-and 20-year- 
olds to insure against mistakes or at- 
tempts at deception. 


These promises of branding and other 


measures did not come to pass. How- 
ever, the owners have instituted strict 
controls on who may enter and who may 
enjoy what once inside. 


Butch McGuire's, Mount Prospect, was 


one spot prepared to stamp the heads of 
the younger patrons. Actually, they still 
are, but manager Bruce Wackelin, said 
they haven't had to yet. 


"We stamp both hands or their fore- 


head with Indelible ink. We give them a 
choice where it goes. So far they've all 
chosen the hands," he said. 


"IF WE FIND them trying to erase the 


stamp, out they go. It's the same thing 
for switching drinks," he said. 


"We've had few real problems. But, we 


don't have much to attract them, things 
like rock bands. I'd say our crowd's less 
than 10 per cent kids, but I shouldn't call 
them that. We appeal to the-older more 
mature single crowd — the 24 and 25 
year-olds," said Wackelin. 


Tim Clifford, owner of Durty Nellie's 


West Irish Pub, Palatine, agreed the new 
drinkers have not created problems. He 
credits tight control at the bar door and 
Inside coupled with younger drinkers self 
policing. 


"Their behavior is good. If there are 


any problems we bounce them for good. 
We don't want them in here. But most of 
them are acting responsibly," Clifford 
said. 


NELLIE'S ALSO stamps the bands of 


the beer drinkers. He said anyone found 
erasing the mark is barred from the tav- 
ern. 


"Business is up with the new law. I 


can see the difference. I'm happy with it 
as much as I-can be. But, it's only half a 
law. I think if you're allowed to drink, 
you should be allowed to drink every- 
thing," he said. 


Jim Camps, manager of Haymakers, 


Palatine, echoed Clifford's feelings about 
the age division. 


"The state of Illinois should get out of 


the stone age and pass a law so they can 
drink everything. Florida and,Georgia 
had the same law we do, and they both 
lowered the age after four months. You'd 
think the state would learn from their 
experience," Camps said. 


"It's a big market, and you take a high 


risk. A mistake can mean your license. 
We're aiming for the 19 to 25 crowd. But 
it's no big problem. They're nice kids 
and very cool. The 19-year-old has a lot 
on the ball these days," he said. 


LIQUOR STORE operators can take a 


little more time to screen their custom- 
ers than a bar packed wall-to-wall. Dob- 
by Dobkins, owner of World-Wide Li- 
quors in Palatine, keeps card files on his 
new customers. 


"We're extremely cautious. We have 


them fill out cards which we keep on file 
for reference. If there are any questions 
about the validity of their IDs, we won't 
sell to them. We won't accept traffic 
tickets either. One ticket can make the 
rounds of friends," he said.

Zoners deny apartments 
after citizen protests

Citizen protest overcame the testimony 


of "expert" witnesses in a controversial 
hearing before the DCS Plaines Zoning 
Board of Appeals to defeat unanimously 
a proposed project that would have en- 
larged the multiple-family housing dis- 
trict In the city. 


Terming the project "ono of the most 


flagrant examples of spot zoning ever 
presented," the board voted to deny a 
petition to mono property at 1300, 1304, 
1312 and 1328 from R-2, single-family, to 
R-5, multiple-family. 


Four property owners, represented by 


attorney Kenneth G. Meyer, had re- 
quested the rczontng change to allow the 
construction of apartments on their prop- 
erty. Meyer told the board there were 
plans to develop only one lot tor a 14-unlt 
apartment building. 


However, Meyer Indicated that plans 


proposed there would include two other 
apartment buildings, each containing 10 
units, constructed on adjacent lots. 


THE PROJECT met stiff opposition 


from nclghbros who balked at the pros- 


pect of multiple-family developments 
"taking over their neighborhood." 


Joseph Botte, 560 Wcbford Ave., pre- 


sented a petition slped by more than 60 
property owners near the proposed de- 
velopment. 


Bottc argued the multiple-family hous- 


ing would create a tremendous burden on 
public facilities, Increase traffic, and 
damage the single-family character of 
the neighborhood. 


"Tho change will constitute a wedge 


and a deterrent to the use, improvement 
or development of adjacent property in 
accord with existing zoning ordinances," 
Botto said. 


Botte also noted the property could 


probably be resold to families and the 
owners would realize a fair profit from 
the sole. 


Meyer said the proposed apartment 


building would cost between $600,000 and 
$700,000 to construct. He said the project 
would be a benefit to the neighborhood 
and the city. 


That comment and several other re-

Freights also block fire trucks 
Ambulances 'trained' to wait

A burning house continues to burn. The 


accident victim needs immediate hospl- 
tullzatlon. Neither can wait for the fire 
truck or the ambulance. Both the fire 
truck and ambulance must wait — at a 
railroad crossing for a freight train to 
pass by. 


These aro scenes that have repeated 


themselves on 39 of 1,593 occasions this 
year, according to DCS Plaines Fire De- 
partment statistics. 


Reports show that emergency vehicles 


have been held up a total of 69 minutes 
in the first six months of 1973. Trains 
delayed fire trucks and ambulances only 
22& minutes In the 1972 half-year period. 


Fire Chief Frank Haag said emergency 


vehicle crews arc able to sec closed 
crossings ahead only once In a while and 
most of the time must wait for the train 
to pass. 


Haag said some of the longest delays 


occur at the Chicago and Northwestern 
Rwy. crossing at River and Rand Roads 
and the Soo Lines crossing on Thacker 
Street near Wolf Road.

"If. the train is trav- 
eling west, the Station Two unit can usu- 
ally'get across the tracks to the northern 
part of town before the train gets there." 


One solution to minimizing the freight 


train problem has been taken up in Elm- 
hurst, a city which is also bisected by 
railroad crossings. 


City officials there have had a monitor- 


ing system Installed in fire department 
and police alarm boards which alert 
emergency vehicles of closed crossings. 
Vehicles are then directed to take alter- 
nate routes to emergency scenes. 


The Elmhurst system makes use of a 


telephone wire hookup between railroad 
crossing areas and relays a signal to fire 
department headquarters when a cross- 
ing is closed. 


When a train is approaching a cross- 


Ing, the signal activates a light on fire 
and police department alarm boards that 
a particular crossing is closed. 


"The system was a necessary thing 


here," said Niel Fulton, Elmhurst super- 
I n t e n d e n t of building construction. 
"We're right near the Proviso rail yards 
and there are crossings here that are 
closed for more than an hour," he said. 


Fulton was unable to estimate the cost 


of the system but said it Is part of a 
larger communications system costing 
Elmhurst about $100,000. 


A STATE SURVEY on railroad grade 


crossings judged Elmhurst and Blue Is- 


• land the two worst towns in Illinois for 
train delays. 


Des Plaines City Engineer Robert 
Bowen said a similar monitoring system 
is under study here. 


Bowen said the system would be 


coordinated with the railroads as well as 
with Central Telephone Co., of DCS 
Plaines. 


Telephone wires, hooked up between 


each-crossing and fire department head- 
quarters at River and Rand Roads, 
would activate the station alarm board 
light when crossing gates are about to 
close. 


"Right now," Bowen said, "the study is 


in its preliminary stage and we don't ex- 
pect results for a couple of months." He 
was unable to estimate the cost of the 
system. 


Bowen said once the study Is done, he 


will present plans and specifications for 
the system to the city council.

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Greeks find a new gold rush on campus

Student activism of '60s being supplanted by fraternity, sorority resurgence

Fraternities and sororities arc 


dropping their more "rlnky-dlnk" . 
traditions, college 
freshmen 
arc 


more conservative and the result Is a 
boom In the Greek system on many 
college campuses. 


Homecoming parades are striking 


up everywhere, for the first time In 
three years on some campuses. More 
college women are, wearing dresses 
Instead of slacks. And even many of 
the slncks-flct Is clod In permanent 
press or wool tailored jeans, replac- 
ing the standard uniform of faded de- 
nim and sweatshirts. 


It's back to the days when men are 


men and women, even If they arc 
more liberated, are trying to look 
more feminine. But the superficial, 
outward signs of a changing attitude 
on campus arc showing up In another 
old tradition, the sororities and fra- 
ternities. 


GIIOWING NUMBERS of college 


freshmen are lining up to participate 
in, the Greek membership drive 
called "rush," where sororities and 
fraternities throw open their doors 
and try to sell their group to the 
"rushccs" in n scries of parties or 
dinners. Although the system varies 
from campus to campus, the central 
Idea of a concentrated time to sell 
the Greek system remains. 


As one sorority advisor put it, 


"They (Greeks) have a commodity 
that other people arc Interested In 
buying ... friendship." And despite' 
costs of up to $550 for a first year 
member to Join a sorority or frater- 
nity, more and more people arc turn- 
ing to the system as an Important 
part of the total college experience. 


At the University of Illinois in 


Champalgn-Urbana, twice as many 
women arc signed up for sorority 
rush this year as compared to 1971. 
Two hundred women pledged sorori- 
ties in 1971. In 1972, -100 of the 900 
women who went through rush 
pledged sororities. And this year, an 
estimated 1,150 to 1,200 women arc 
signed to participate in the formal 
rush -program which started last 
weekend. 


THE TREND is nationwide, ac- 


cording to staff advisors for frater- 
nities and sororities around the state. 
Why? Most advisors point to a 
changed attitude among freshmen 
and a shift in approach inside the 
Greek system Itself. 


First, the changing freshmen: Col- 


lege students are "studying like'era-. 
zy," according to Greek advisor Will- 
ard Broom at the U. of I. At North- 
ern Illinois University In DcKalb, so- 
rority staff adviser Pat Takcmoto 
said "This year's homecoming is the 
biggest In a long time. The students 
arc more interested in organizations 
and traditions." 


"The kids are not asking the usual 


questions of the late '603," said fra- 
ternity advisor Robert Hcndrickson 
at Northwestern University in Evans- 
ton. Instead of queries about Hell 
Week or Initiation rigors, freshmen 
at Northwestern ore asking "' Arc 
you a close group?' or 'What's the 
group feeling toward the fraternity?' 
They didn't pledge quickly," Hen- 
drlckson said. 


MOST OF THE sorority and frater- 


nity advisors see the new attitudes 
among students as a reflection of the 
entire society. 


During the student activism years 


of the 1960s, "the student was a rath- 
er serious individual, wrapped up in 
the urgency of solving the country's 
problems. All of this affected all 
kinds of student organizations," said 
sorority advisor and assistant dean 
of women Kay Mangum at North- 
western. The 1960s freshman came to 
college after being reared to be a 
young adult, then was set back when 
ho was treated as an adolescent 
when he set foot on campus. Besides 
the protests of the "in loco parentis" 
approach of the 1960s college admin- 
istrations, students began flexing 
their youth power muscles in nation- 
al politics. 


"In the 1960s, students were really 


an effective lobbying group. It got 
out of hand and they lost their effec- 
tiveness," Mangum explained. In 
1971, disillusioned students retreated 
to Isolationism, and now, "People 
are once again interested in groups," 
Mangum said, describing the newest 
class as "a little 'more con- 
servative." 


BUT IF INCOMING freshmen are 


a new breed of rushees, the people 
on the other side of rush have 
changed, too. 


"The Greek houses have moved 


away from the more rinky-dlnk tra- 
ditions. In the fraternities, the big 
thing used to be Hell Week and hav- 
ing. That's pretty much out now," 
said U. of I. advisor Broom. The 
changes didn't come easily. 


The 1968-70 years meant a big drop 


In interest in the Greek system, and 
fraternities "had to react to that. A 
lot refused to change," Broom said. 


Tho process of change, according 


to the U. of I. advisor, came in three 
ways, all reflecting society's reac- 
tions to the turmoil of the '60s. First, 
there were fraternities 
that en- 


trenched themselves in the old tradi- 
tions and refused to change (Broom 
equated them to Barry Goldwater's 


approach). At the other end were the 
"unfraternitles," the groups that 
threw away every tradition to be- 
come the Greek equivalent of Jerry 
Rubin, Broom said. 


Now, the fraternities who were 


somewhere in the middle in changing 
are the strongest. Northwestern's 
Hendrickson called it his "gut level 
feeling" that the freshmen are look- 
ing for the houses that have retained 
the good traditions. 


"It's gone over a lot of good, 


healthy revision and change," Hen- 
drickson said. 


WITH THE structured rush period 


just completed at Northwestern, so- 
rorities have pledged 240 women, an 
increase of 21 per cent from last 
year. Northwestern has traditionally 
been a big sorority and fraternity 
school, where 31 per cent of the en- 
tire undergraduate population is af- 
filiated with the Greek system. 


'^Traditionally, 
Northwestern's 


been called kind of a cold place. So- 


. rorities provide a closer contact with 


a greater number of diverse people 
than any other way," Mangum said 
in support of the system. 


"A lot of alums (sorority and fra- 


ternity members who have gradu- 
ated) are out of touch with where the 
sorority system is. They think it kind 
of dried up and blew away," Mang- 
um added. 


But by all indications, the system 


of college sororities and fraternities 
is making a comeback. Whether it is 
happening because the system has 
changed, the students have changed 
or society as a whole Is changing, 
Greek life on campus appears to be 
entering a new cycle of growth.

visited out of the 615 was Maine South. 
He relied on the questionnaire results for 
the rest of the survey.

One particularly eloquent attack on 


the survey was made by a University of 
Chicago professor In response to an ar- 
ticle in n Chicago newspaper. 


He called the survey "errant non- 


sense," "n second rate survey," "of little 
value" and added it was unfortunate 
Maine South allowed itself to bo dragged 
Into the situation. 


He based his opinion on the "lack of 


scientific" validity used in compiling the 
survey. Ho also noted that it takes 
months of research to successfully eval- 
uate a school. 


Other educators have put-down the sur- 


vey as "meaningless" and "highly un- 
likely." 


THIS SITUATION points up 
two 


things: this professor (or any educator) 
con no more sit back In his office and 
compile an authoritative survey rating 
secondary schools than I can sit back in 
my swivel chair and rate the top Id 
newspapers In the country. 


A butcher could not rate the (op 10 


meat markets In the country; the shoe 
repairman could not rate the top 10 
shoe stores In the country; tho phar- 
macist could not rate the top 10 drug 
stores In the country. Maybe they could 
take n definitive look at the shops in 
their towns or in the area — but tho 
country... 


The second point Is "let the newspaper 


beware." The professor's news release 
came on official university stationary. 
He holds an administrative position with 
the Institution which was prominently 
staled in the release. 


It is all too easy for a newsperson to 


not question tho mountains of releases 
that wind up on tho old desk. Ono like 
this should bo questioned right down to 
tho last comma. I would presume a num- 
ber of editorial faces are red — espec- 
ially those that give the Maine South 
story front page headlines.

Developer* of the Dcvon-83 housing 


project proposed a significant change to 
lower the density of living uniU for the 
project nt a meeting lost night of the Elk 
Grave Village board of trustees. 


Instead of developing the total 2fi7-acro 


site as a housing project, the developers 
suggested using only 170 acres for hous- 
ing. The remaining M acres would be de- 
veloped as an office — research center 
or commercial buildings. 


According to Rolf Campbell, planner 


for I ho project, the overall density of the 
project would drop, although density on 
any specific parcel would remain the 
same. 


The developers and the trustees agreed 


that the high density of the proposed 
housing complex was a major problem of 
the project. Both also agreed that low- 
ering the density would reduce other 
problems such as traffic congestion, lack 
of open space and potential flooding. 


Robert DILconardl, attorney for the 


development, said his group came to the 
meeting to hear the opinion of the village 
board. Ho said tho density question must 
be agreed upon before any further dis- 
cussion could take place. DILconardl and 
Joseph Arvldson, one of the developers, 
indicated that if action was not taken 
promptly on tho project, the four-mem- 
ber partnership would break up. Individ- 
ual developers would then begin devel- 
oping their own particular parcels.

more meetings would be held after that. 


Ted Szywala, another developer of the 


project, said if a density figure was 
agreed upon the developers would be 
willing to discuss specific objections to 
the project. 


Trustee Ronald Chernlck asked the de-

As presented now, the project requires 


several zoning variations before it could 
be built. 


THE DEVELOPERS said proposals of

' Paul Fuchs, 1298 Aldrln Trail, a 
spokesman for one of the homeowner 
groups'in the area, spoke out against the 
project. He said the concept was "all 
wrong'now." 


He called the project "just a matter of

Zettek said the village board would 


continue discussions on the matter and 
the trustees welcomed the comments 
from the residents. He objected, how- 
ever, to Fuchs' implication that the 
trustees did not represent the people of 
the village. 


HE SAID THE board did represent the 


people and the board had spent consid- 
erable time discussing the problem. 


As initially proposed, the Devon-53 


project is a 267-acre housing complex 
with a projected population of more than 
13,000 people. 
• 


The complex would be a housing mix 


of single-family homes; quadrominiums; 
five, six and twelve-story apartment 
buildings; smaller 
multi-family build- 


ings, and commercial businesses. Total 
living units in the complex would be al- 
most 6,500. The project is being proposed 
by a combination of four'developers: 
Parkway Development Co.; Joseph Zlz- 
zo; Buttitta Land Trust, and the Arvld- 
son Construction Co. 


The project would be built on three

Centex Homes Inc. will seek a text 


amendment to the village zoning ordi- 
nance on requirements for front and side 
yards at a public hearing tonight. 


The hearing, conducted by the plan 


commission, will be at 8 p.m. in the vil- 
lage hall, 901 Wellington Avc. 


The request for the amendment Is 


being made because Centex homes in the 
section west of 111.

new construction. The trustees, con- 
tending Centex violated its agreement, 
have permitted the zoning board of ap- 
peals to hear the company's request. 


Village Pres. Charles Zettek, at Tues- 


day's board meeting,, said he told zoning 
board chairman Robert Fleming that the 
trustees were opposed to the variation 
request. 


Trustee Edward Kenna, at the meet- 


ing, said Centex was trying to get the 
ordinance changed and if that failed they 
were then seeking a variation in the ordi- 
nance. 


After the hearing tonight, the plan com- 


mission will discuss possible recommen- 
dations on matters presented earlier. 


CHAIRMAN WILLIAM Shannon said 


the group may discuss a request made 
last week to have a nonboarding veter- 
inarian approved under the village ordi- 
nances. The request was delayed untll;a 
more precise legal definition could be ob- 
tained. 


Shannon said he was not sure the attor- 


ney would have a definition prepared by 
tonight.

Student activism of '60s being supplanted by fraternity, sorority resurgence

Fraternities and sororities arc 


dropping their moro "rinky-dink" 
traditions, college 
freshmen 
arc 


more conservative and the result is a 
boom in tho Greek system on many 
college campuses. 


Homecoming parades arc striking 


up everywhere, for the first time In 
three years on some campuses. Moro 
college women arc wearing dresses 
instead of slacks. And even many of 
tho slacks-sot Is clad in permanent 
press or wool tailored jeans, replac- 
ing the standard uniform of faded de- 
nim and sweatshirts. 


It's back to the days when men arc 


men and women, oven if they arc 
moro liberated, arc trying to look 
moro feminine. Dut the superficial, 
outward signs of a changing attitude 
on campus arc showing up In another 
old tradition, tho sororities and fra- 
ternities. 


GIIOWING NUMBEItS of college 


freshmen arc lining up to participate 
in tho Greek membership drive 
called "rush," where sororities and 
fraternities throw open their doors 
and try to sell their group to the 
"rushccs" In a scries of parties or 
dinners. Although tho system varies 
from campus to campus, the central 
idea of a concentrated time to sell 
the Greek system remains. 


As one sorority advisor put it, 


"They (Greeks) have n commodity 
that other people arc interested In 
buying ... friendship." And despite 
costs of up to $550 for a first year 
member to join a sorority or frater- 
nity, moro and more people arc turn- 
ing to the system as an Important 
part of the total college experience. 


At the University of Illinois In 


Chnmpalgn-Urbana, twice as many 
women arc signed up for sorority 
rush this year as compared to 1071. 
Two hundred women pledged sorori- 
ties in 1071. In 1072, -100 of the 1)00 
women who went through rush 
pledged sororities. And this year, an 
estimated 1,150 to 1,200 women are 
signed to participate In tho formal 
rush program which started lost 
weekend. 


THE TREND Is nationwide, ac- 


cording to staff advisors for frater- 
nities and sororities around the state. 
Why? Most advisors point to a 
changed attitude among freshmen 
and a shift in approach inside the 
Greek system itself. 


First, the changing freshmen: Col- 


lege students ore "studying like cra- 
zy," according to Greek advisor Wlll- 
nrd Broom at the U. of I. At North- 
cm Illinois University in DeKnlb, so- 
rority staff adviser Pat Takcmoto 
said "This year's homecoming is the 
biggest in a long time. Tho students 
arc more Interested in organizations 
and traditions." 


"The kids are not asking the usual 


questions of the late '603," said fra- 
ternity advisor Robert Hendrlckson 
nt Northwestern University In Evans- 
ton. Instead of queries about Hell 
Week or initiation rigors, freshmen 
at Northwestern arc asking "' Are 
you a close group?' or 'What's the 
group feeling toward the fraternity?' 
They didn't pledge quickly," Hen- 
drlckson said. 


MOST OF THE sorority and frater- 


nity advisors sec tho new attitudes 
among students as a reflection of the 
entire society. 


During the student activism years 


of the 1960s, "the student was a rath- 
er serious individual, wrapped up in 
the urgency of solving U}e country's 
problems. All of this affected all 
kinds of student organizations," said 
sorority advisor and assistant dean 
of women Kay Mangum at North- 
western. The 1960s freshman came to 
college after being reared to be a 
young adult, then was set back when 
he was treated as an adolescent 
when he set foot on campus. Besides 
the protests of the "in loco parentls" 
approach of the 1960s college admin- 
istrations, students began 
flexing 


their youth power muscles in nation- 
al politics. 


"In the 1960s, students were really 


an effective lobbying group. It got 
out of hand and they lost their effec- 
tiveness," Mangum explained. In 
1971, disillusioned students retreated 
to Isolationism, and now, "People 
arc once again interested In groups," 
Mangum said, describing the newest 
class as "a little more con- 
servative." 


BUT IF INCOMING freshmen are 


a new breed of rushees, the people 
on the other side of' rush have 
changed, too.

The 
changes didn't come easily. 


The 196B-70 years meant a big drop 


In interest In the Greek system, and 
fraternities "had to react to that. A 
lot refused to change," Broom said. 


The process of change, according 


to the U. of I. advisor, came in three 
ways, all reflecting society's reac- 
tions to the turmoil of the '60s. First, 
there were fraternities that en- 
trenched themselves in the old tradi- 
tions and refused to change (Broom 
equated them to Barry Goldwater's 


approach). At the other end were the 
"unfraternities," the groups that 
threw away every tradition to be- 
come the Greek equivalent of Jerry 
Rubin, Broom said. 


Now, the fraternities who were 


somewhere in the middle in changing 
are the strongest. Northwestern's 
Hendrlckson called It his "gut level 
feeling" that the freshmen are look- 
ing for the houses that have retained 
the good traditions. 


"It's gone over a lot of good, 


healthy revision and change," Hen- 
drlckson said. 


WITH THE structured rush period 


just completed at Northwestern, so- 
rorities have pledged 240 women, an 
increase of 21 per cent from last 
year. Northwestern has traditionally 
been a big sorority and fraternity 
school, where 31 per cent of the en- 
tire undergraduate population is af- 
filiated with the Greek system. 


"Traditionally, 
Northwestern's 


been called kind of a cold place. So- 
rorities provide a closer contact with 
a greater number of diverse people 
than any other way," Mangum said 
in support of the system. 


"A lot of alums (sorority and fra- 


ternity members who have gradu- 
ated) are out of touch with where the 
sorority system Is. They think it kind 
of dried up and blew away," Mang- 
um added. 


But by all indications, the system 


of'college sororities and fraternities 
is making a comeback. Whether it Is 
happening because the system has 
changed, the students have changed 
or society as a whole is changing, 
Greek life on campus appears to be 
entering a new cycle of growth.

Powerful lighting In Community Park 


will bo Installed in an effort to break up 
Inrtto gathering* of ir.-to 20-ycar-olfls who 
pullcc charge arc harassing and abusing 
other people and police In the park. 


Palatine Park District commissioners 


took the action Tuesday night after an 
appeal from Acting Palatine Police Chief 
Frank Ortiz and Patrolman Howard 
Wurslcr to Install the lighting. 


"As long as you have llghu, that's go- 


ing to solve 00 per cent of the problem," 
Ortiz told the board. He and Wurslcr list- 
ed a scries of run-ins with the youths, 


particularly in the past two months when 
regular motorcycle patrols of the parks 
began. 


"My men arc subjected to filth, rock- 


throwing and dirt-throwing . . . This is 
not Cobrinl-Grccn. This is not Halght- 
Ashbury. This is Palatine, and I don't 
want to sec this happen," Ortiz said. 


Groups of SO to 60 young people have 


been reported causing a disturbance in 
the park. But one problem with enforce- 
ment lies in the nature of the park sys- 
tem itself.

Telegrams to Crane favor 
Nixon impeachment 7 to 1

Voters In the traditionally conservative 


Republican Northwest suburbs favor the 
Impeachment of President Nixon by a 7 
to 1 margin based upon telegrams re- 
ceived by U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, 
IM2th. 


Edward Murnnnc, Crane spokesman, 


sold the congressman's Washington of- 
fice IIIM received about 300 telegrams 
since Saturday when the President an- 
nounced the firing of special Watergate 
prosecutor Archibald Cox, Deputy U.S. 
Atty. Gen. William Ruckelslmus and the 
resignation of Atty. Gen. Eliot Richard- 
son. Of the telegrams, Murnano said 
nbout SO came from outside his congres- 
sional district. 


"Yes, I'd sny we've been receiving 


(julto n number of telegrams on the mat- 
ter of Impeachment. They've been com- 
ing In droves. Most of the ones wo have 
gotten so far were sent Saturday or Sun- 
day. In fact, we are still getting ones 
sent over the weekend," he sold Wednes- 
day. 


CUANK KARLIEfl had told The Her- 


ald that ho believed tho sentiment for im- 
peachment stems largely from tho fir- 
Ing of Special Prosecutor Archibald Cox. 
The firing of Cox, n presidential ap- 
pointee, ho said, could not be considered 
nn "Impcachablc offense." 


Crane also said that ho did not consid- 


er the President to be In violation of a 
court order, since he had offered the 
court a compromise In an attempt to sat- 
isfy Judgo John Sirica's ruling on the 
Watergate tapes. He added, however that 
ha would bo obliged to vote for Impeach- 
ment should the President resist a ruling 
by the Supreme Court. 


Murnano said telegrams have come 


from all over the country. 


"Of tho out-of-dlslrict ones, the count Is 


about 10 to 1 favoring impeachment. 


These telegrams appear to be part of an 
organized effort to contffct all members 
of congress. Tho ones from within tho 
district arc running approximately 7 to I 
for Impeachment," he said. 


RIURNANE cautioned against taking 


this early count as reflecting the senti- 
ment of tho area. 


"There are about 500,000 In the 12th 


congressional district, and the 200 or 250 
responses so far do not moke up wide- 
spread support for Impeachment of tho 
President. There are very few other Is- 
sues, however, that would generate 
this," he said. 


Murnano said tho Washington office of 


Western Union had received a record 
number of telegrams since events of the 
past four days. 


"They (Western Union) arc behind 


schedule. As I said, we arc still getting 
wires dated from the weekend. We have 
yet to get any sent since the President 
released the tapes to Judge (John) Si- 
rica. The number supporting the Presi- 
dent may catch up as these new ones 
come in," ho said. 


M u r n a n c sold Crane's Arlington 


Heights and Chicago offices had received 
about 100 telephone calls since Saturday. 
He sold the calls were evenly divided be- 
tween those supporting Nixon and those, 
calling for his ouster. 


T H E EVANSTON-BASED Impeach 


Nixon Committee claims they have col- 
lected well over 10,000 signatures on peti- 
tions asking for the President's removal 
from office. Lynnc Hcldt, formerly of 
Prospect Heights, Is coordinator of the 
committee.

an enforceable state law, according to 
the park district attorney, so police who 
want to disperse a crowd of people must 
have specific charges of wrongdoing to 
make arrests.

One alternative that has been shelved

Wurster, one of several patrolmen as-

BOTH ORTIZ and Wurster admitted 


that much of the problem Is created be- 
cause the youths have "nothing to do." 


Ortiz Insisted that youths In the park 


are not bothered by police unless there's 
a complaint or law violation. 


"When there are no reported problems, 


we leave the young people alone," Ortiz 
said.

Village planners are trying to decide 


what direction the new Palatine master 
plan should take. 


Questions on whether the plan should 


be a realistic or idealistic one were 
raised Tuesday when the Palatine Plan 
Commission reviewed the land-use por- 
tion of the master plan. The master plan 
is being updated by Rolf C. Campbell 
and Associates, n Lake Bluff land plan- 
ning firm, at a cost of $10,500. 


"Are we going to try to direct our 


growth or are we going to react to it," 
asked Trustee Bryan Coughlln. He ar- 
gued in favor of the village adopting an 
idealistic plan that would be rigidly ad- 
hered to. 


The main area of concern was in the 


northeast corner of the village's planning 
area near the intersection of Dundee 
Road and 111. Rtc. 53 in unincorporated 
Palatine Township. The planners cur- 
rently have the area planned for primar- 
ily • multi-family use with a commercial 
strip along Rand Road and single-family 
homes off Rand Road.

"We have to put reasonable zoning in 


the area but we also have to have some- 
thing we. can live with," said Irene Free- 
mon, a member of the plan commission. 
Mrs. Frecemon felt the village should be 
reasonable in its zoning plan for unin- 
corporated areas so developers would not 
be forced to turn.to other municipalities 
for annexation. 


EDWARD O'BRIEN suggested repre- 


sentatives from 
surrounding villages 


meet to Agree on the prospective bound- 
aries of the various municipalities. This 
plan would prevent developers shopping 
around for the most desirable zoning said 
O'Brien. 


Coughlin said he felt the Cook County 


Zoning Board of Appeals was finally be- 
ginning to swing the village's. way by 
denying zoning in cases where the village 
had objected. He credited the change in 
direction to better communication be- 
tween the village board and Cook County 
Comr. Floyd Fiille. 


"We have got to have a plan and say 


that Is what is going to go in," said 
Coughlin. He added if the developer 
would not adhere to the village's plans 
he would rather have the property an- 
nexed to another municipality.

Revisions of the proposed land-use plan 


will be reviewed by the plan commission 
on Nov. 6. At that time the commission 
plans to look at specific areas in the vil- 
lage's planning region.

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Greeks find a new gold rush on campus 


Student activism of '60s being supplanted by fraternity, sorority resurgence

Fraternities 
and sororities arc 


• dropping their more "rinky-dlnk" 


traditions, college 
freshmen 
arc 


more conservative und the result Is a 
boom In tho Greek system on many 
college campuses. 


Homecoming parades arc striking 


up everywhere, /or tho first time In 
thrco years on some campuses. More 
college women are wearing dresses 
Instead of slacks. And even many of 
tho slacks^ot Is clad In permanent 
press or wool tailored jeans, replac- 
ing tho standard uniform of faded de- 
nim and sweatshirts. 


It's back to tho days when men arc 


men and women, even if they arc 
more liberated, ore trying to look 
more feminine. Out the superficial, 
outward signs of a changing attitude 
on campus arc showing up In another 
old tradition, tho sororities and fra- 
ternities. 


GROWING NUMBERS of college 


freshmen arc lining up to participate 
in the Greek membership drlvo 
called "rush," where sororities and 
fraternities throw open their doors 
and try to sell their group to the 
"rushcoa" in a scries of parties or 
dinners. Although the system varies 
from campus to campus, tho central 
Idea of a concentrated time to sell 
tho Greek system remains. 


As ono sorority advisor put It, 


"They (Greeks) have a commodity 
that other people are Interested in 
buying ... friendship." And dcsplto 
costs of up to 1350 for a first year 
member to join a sorority or frater- 
nity, more and more people arc turn- 
Ing to the system as an Important 
part of tho total college experience. 


At the University of Illinois in 


Champalgn-Urbnna, twice as many 
women arc signed up for sorority 
rush this year as compared to 1971. 
Two hundred women pledged sorori- 
ties In 1971. In 1972, -100 of the 900 
women who went through rush 
pledged sororities. And this year, an 
estimated 1,150 to 1,200 women are 
signed to participate in the formal 
rush program which started last 
weekend. 


TUB TREND is nationwide, ac- 


cording to staff advisors for frater- 
nities and sororities around the state. 
Why? Most advisors point to a 
changed attitude among freshmen 
and a shift in approach inside the 
Greek system itself. 


First, the changing freshmen: Col- 


lege students are "studying like cra- 
zy," according to Greek advisor \Vill- 
ard Broom at the U. of I. At North- 
ern Illinois University in DcKalb, so- 
rority staff adviser Pat Tnkcmoto 
said "This year's homecoming is the 
biggest In a long time. The students 
are more interested in organizations 
and traditions." 


"The kids are not asking the usual 


questions of the late '603," said fra- 
ternity advisor Robert Hcndrickson 
at Northwestern University in Evans- 
ton. Instead of queries about Hell 
Week or initiation rigors, freshmen 
at Northwestern are asking "' Arc 
you a closo group?' or 'What's the 
group feeling toward tho fraternity?' 
They didn't pledge quickly," Hcn- 
drickson said. 


MOST OF THE sorority and frater- 


nity advisors see the new attitudes 
among students as a reflection of the 
entire society. 


During the student activism years 


of the 1960s, "the student was a rath- 
er serious individual, wrapped up in 
the urgency of solving the country's 
problems. All of this affected all 
kinds of student organizations," said 
sorority advisor and assistant dean 
of women Kay Mangum at North- 
western. The 1960s freshman came to 
college after being reared to be a 
young adult, then was set back when 
he was treated as an adolescent 
when he set foot on campus. Besides 
the protests of the "in loco parentis" 
approach of the 1960s college admin- 
istrations, students began 
flexing 


their youth power muscles in nation- 
al politics. 


"In the 1960s, students were really 


an effective lobbying group. It got 
out of hand and they lost their effec- 
tiveness," Mangum explained. In 
1971, disillusioned students retreated 
to isolationism, and now, "People 
are once again interested in groups," 
Mangum said, describing the newest 
class as "a little more con- 
servative." 


BUT IF INCOMING freshmen are 


a new breed of rushees, the people 
on the other side of rush have 
changed, too. 


"The Greek houses have moved 


away from the more rlnky-dlnk tra- 
ditions. In the fraternities, the big 
thing used to be Hell Week and haz- 
ing. That's pretty much out now," 
said U. of I. advisor Broom. The 
changes didn't come easily. 


The 1968-70 years meant a big drop 


in interest in the Greek system, and 
fraternities "had to react to that. A 
lot refused to change," Broom said. 


The process of change, according 


to the U. of I. advisor, came in three 
ways, all reflecting society's reac- 
tions to the turmoil of the '60s. First, 
there were fraternities 
that en- 


trenched themselves in the old tradi- 
tions and refused to change (Broom 
equated them to Barry Goldwater's 


approach). At the other end were the 
"unfraternlties," the groups that 
threw away every tradition to be- 
come the Greek equivalent of Jerry 
Rubin, Broom said. 


Now, 
the fraternities who were 


somewhere In the middle In changing 
are the strongest. Northwestern's 
Hendrickson called it his "gut level 
feeling" that the freshmen are look- 
ing for the houses that have retained 
the good traditions. 


"It's gone over a lot of good, 


healthy revision and change," Hen- 
drickson said. 


WITH THE structured rush period 


just completed at Northwestern, so- 
rorities have pledged 240 women, an 
increase of 21 per cent from last 
year. Northwestern has traditionally 
been a big sorority and fraternity 
school, where 31 per cent of the en- 
tire undergraduate population is af- 
filiated with the Greek system. 


"Traditionally, 
Northwestern's 


been called kind of a cold place. So- 
rorities provide a closer contact with 
a greater number of diverse people 
than any other way," Mangum said 
in support of the system. 


"A lot of alums (sorority and fra- 


ternity members who have gradu- 
ated) are out of touch with where the 
sorority system is. They think it kind 
of dried up and blew away," Mang- 
um added. 


But by all Indications, the system 


of college sororities and fraternities 
is making a comeback. Whether it is 
happening because the system has 
changed, the students have changed 
or society as a whole is changing, 
Greek life on campus appears to be 
entering a new cycle of growth.

Gen. Eliot Richard- 
son. Of tho telegrams, Murnanc said 
about 20 came from outside his congres- 
sional district. 


"Yes, I'd soy we've been receiving

Shefner Is seeking a zoning change for 


52.7 acres of land south of Mudhank 
Road and between Freeman and Bar- 
rlngton roads. The property is now zoned 
for single-family homes on one-acre lots. 


Retirement village plan 
outlined to zoning board 


Consideration of a retirement commu- 


nity with "skilled extended health cnro 
facilities" has been referred to Schaum- 
burg's zoning board of appeals. 


Tho project, consisting of OBfi housing 


units and a 120-bcd Infirmary would re- 
p l n c e a high-rise complex earlier 
planned for a Schaumburg Road site Just 
cast of Rush Prcsbytcrlan-St. Luke's 
(RPSL) Rfcdlcal Center North. 


Representatives of Christian Home 


Services Inc. (CIIS1), DCS Molnes, la., 
outlined plans for the village devel- 
opment committee last night. They plan 
a 20-ncro development, which would bo 
limited to persons 02 years of ago and 
over. 


"TIIE.HE AltE not apartments a; such, 


and not a nursing home, but the project 
Is an attempt to create a social environ- 
ment for retirees," said Mark Englc- 
brock, a CHSI architect. 


This would bo the largest of 23 retire- 


ment developments created by CHSI,- 
Englcbrcck commented. 


Ho explained that CHSI has signed an 


agreement to purchase the property with 
J. Emll Anderson and Sons, the devel- 
opment firm lo whom zoning on the land 
was granted in 1071. Tho property Is now 
In a trust ownership agreement at 
Schaumburg State Bank. 


The Anderson company donated the 20- 


acrc RPSL site and In turn received per- 
mission lo build 507 apartment units 
then planned as housing for hospital per- 
sonnel. Zoning for the complex lapsed 
when construction failed to begin within 
in months after zoning was granted. 


The zoning agreement provided for 


hospital purchase of an extra five acres 
for possible expansion. 
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CHSI PLANS Indicated the five acres 


ore being reserved cast of the hospital 
site. Village officials claim they wcro 
promised acreage to the north of the hos- 
pital. 


Trustee Herb Algncr, development 


chairman, expressed concern at the orig- 
inal concept of providing for housing for 
hospital personnel is being violated by 
the new plan. 


CHSI representatives contend their de- 


velopment would generate less traffic 
than the apartment complex. They ex- 
pect a total population of 827. 


Their development program calls for 


affiliation with a local sponsor group, 
which they believe might consist of min- 
isters and doctors. 


They also plan an agreement for resi- 


dent care through RPSL and claimed 
their complex will lessen the burden of 
the hospital in the area of extended care. 


Hearings will be scheduled by the zon- 


ing board within the next month. 


Shefner's plan includes 107 buildings in 


eight clusters around a retention pond 
with no building higher than two stories. 


In some of the buildings underground 


parking garages are to be provided. 
Buildings will be constructed of rough- 
hewn cedar. 


Pflzcr's attorney Earl Talbot declined 


lost night to specify the basis of his ob- 
jection. He did agree, however, to submit 
the reasons for opposing the project to 
tha plan commission and to Shefner's at- 
torney in writing prior to the continued 
hearing date, Nov. 7.

Telegrams to Crane favor 
Nixon impeachment 7 to 1

Voters in tho traditionally conservative 


Republican Northwest suburbs favor the 
Impeachment of President Nixon by a 7 
to 1 margin based upon telegrams re- 
ceived by U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, 
R-12th. 


Edward Murnanc, Crane spokesman, 


said tho congressman's Washington of- 
fice has received about 300 telegrams 
since Saturday when the President an- 
nounced the firing of special Watergate 
prosecutor Archibald Cox, Deputy U.S. 
Atty. Gen. William Ruckelshaus and the 
resignation of Atty. Gen. Eliot Richard- 
son. Of tho telegrams, Murnano said 
about 50 came from outside his congres- 
sional district. 


"Yes, I'd say we've been receiving 


quite a number of telegrams on tho mat- 
ter of Impeachment. They've been com- 
ing In droves. Most of the ones we have 
gotten so far wcro sent Saturday or Sun- 
day. In fact, wo arc still getting ones 
sent over the weekend," he said Wednes- 
day. 


CRANE EARLIER had told The Her- 


ald that he believed the sentiment for im- 
peachment stems largely from the fir- 
Ing of Special Prosecutor Archibald Cox. 
The firing of Cox, a presidential ap- 
pointee, he said, could not be considered 
an "impeachablc offense." 


Crane also said that he did not consid- 


er the President to be In violation of a 
court order, since he had offered the 
court a compromise In an attempt to sat- 
isfy Judge John Slricals ruling on the 
Watergate tapes. He added, however that 
ho would be obliged to vote for impeach- 
ment should the President resist a ruling 
by the Supreme Court.} 


Murnane said,telegrams have come 


from all over the country. 


"Of the out-of-district ones, the count is 


about 10 to 1 favoring impeachment. 
These telegrams appear to be part of an 
organized effort to contact all members 
of congress. The ones from within the 
district arc running approximately 7 to 1

Eisenhower Junior High 


students, was built at a cost of $2 million. Architect.S. 
Guy Fishman of Northbrook, designed the building that 
opened to students this September. 


Shop, home ec at new school 


Dwight D. Eisenhower Junior High 


School in Hoffman Estates, Schaumburg 
Township School Dist. 54's fourth junior 
high, Is the first to have industrial arts 
and home economics facilities. 


The $2 million pink brick building has 


an observatory on the roof to be used by 
all Dist. 54 students. 


Construction of Elsenhower on a 14.4- 


acre site donated to the district by the 
Hoffman-Rosner Corporation of Hoffman 
Estates, began in May, 1972 and was 
completed in August. 


The two-story facility opened to 786 


students in September. 


James Oberg, principal, and a staff of 


47 teachers run Eisenhower on what he 
calls a block program. "Instead of going 
to 20-mlnutc classes we set up 40-minute 
periods," he s'aid. 


"THREE TEACHERS handling about 


75 to SO students teach English, reading 
and social studies or perhaps a math- 
ematics and science block together or 
separately," he explained. 


Elsenhower is a flexible school and can 


be used with self contained classrooms 
or opened up to accommodate a larger 
group of students. 


"The block program allows each group 


of teachers to decide day by day how the 
days lessons should be taught. On some 
days a speaker or teacher may talk to all 
the students or a small group may re- 
ceive individual help," he said. 


Eisenhower was built at a cost of ap- 


proximately $21 per square foot and is 
fully landscaped. Oberg said students 


who came to the school from several oth- 
ers have shown great school spirit and 
have started a school paper. 


"Because a large percentage of stu- 


dents walk to school, after school clubs 
and sports activities are very well at- 
tended," he said. 


The observatory is now just an empty 


room. The telescope is being shipped 
from Japan and is expected to arrive 
any day, said Oberg. 


THE OBSERVATORY will be used by 


all district students and will also be 
available to groups, astronomy clubs or 
for adult use evenings. 


Oberg said some industrial arts equip- 


ment and home economics equipment is 
still in the process of being Installed. 


However, this has not delayed the 


classes for students who are learning the 
basics of both programs during the first 
half of the school year. 


Oberg calls Eisenhower "the best of all 


the district's Junior high schools. It was 
built with both good sense and new and 
proven ideas in its design," he said. 


The first floor Is uncarpeted and holds 


most of the action departments classes 
such as gymnasium, music and arts, in- 
dustrial arts and cafeteria. 


The second floor is carpeted and has 


the academic classes. 


The same rough pink brick used on the 


exterior is'used as color, accent in halls 
and some class areas.

Tho possibility of building senior citi- 


zen housing along with municipal facil- 
ities on the Central School site in down- 
town Mount Prospect has been given a 
vote of approval by a citizens advisory 
group to the village board. 


Tho Community Services and Mental 


Health Commission has gone on record 
a* endorsing a six-story apartment build- 
Ing for the elderly and a four-story 
adjoining structure for n public library 
and village hall on the property now oc- 
cupied by the abandoned school at Cen- 
tral Road and Main Street. 


Tho commission suggested that the vil- 


lage enter negotiations to purchase the 
entire block bounded by Bussc Avenue, 
Main Street, Central Road and Emerson 
Street to develop the housing-municipal 
structure. 


Tho commission's recommendations to

the village board were announced-last 
night by Trustee Richard N. Hcndrlcks 
at a meeting of the board's public health 
and safety committee, which he chairs. 


A MOTION BY Hcndrlcks that the vil- 


lage attempt to buy the Central School 
site was, however, rejected for lack of a 
second. He said he would submit a mi- 
nority report. 


Hcndrlcks concurred with the other 


two trustees on the committee, George 
B. Anderson and Donald B. Furst, in sug- 
gesting that the village board look Into a 
"turn key" concept under which a build- 
Ing Is constructed by a private firm, with 
government assistance, and then is 
turned over to the municipality to oper- 
ate. 


The three trustees also favored setting 


up a Mount Prospect housing authority, 
which would oversee the construction of 
any low or moderate-Income housing for 
senior citizens. 


Tho committee did not take specific ac- 


tion on a turn key plan proposed by Ken- 
roy Inc., Skokie, to tear down Central 
School and replace it with a slx-to seven- 
story building for the elderly, which 
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would be run by the village. The com- 
mittee, as expected, voted to recommend 
denial of Kcnroy's earlier plan, which 
the company has since abandoned, to 
build a IB-story building for senior citizen 
housing. 


VILLAGE TRUSTEES arc In agree- 


ment there Is a need for senior citizen 
housing, but have made no decision on 
where such housing should bo built and 
whether It should be done with private or 
public funds. 


Roy Gottlieb, Kcnroy chairman of the 


board, pressed the trustees last night to 
make a decision, saying: "Something Is 
better than nothing.

Gottlieb said a downtown location such

The committee also heard State Repre- 


sentative Eugenia S. Chapman, of Ar- 
lington Heights, who will be seeking her 
sixth term in the third district. 


MRS. CHAPMAN also told the com- 


mittee that state representatives Aaron 
Jaffe of Skokie and Harold Katz of Wll- 
mctte were detained in Springfield but 
will be seeking the committee's endorse- 
ment. Katz represents the first district 
and Jaffc the fourth district. 


Flynn, who ran for the state senate 


against Republican John Nimrod in 1972, 
told the committee he had decided to 
seek election to the house, partly at the 
urging of Jaffe. He asserted that both he 
and Jaffe believe that two Democrats 
can be elected in that district, which is 
now represented by Republicans Eugene 
Schlickman of Arlington Heights and 
Robert Juckett of Park Ridge. 


Frank told the committee that he has 


not reached a firm decision to again 
challenge Crane, who soundly defeated 
him in 1972. But he emphasized bis de- 
sire to sec a dedicated Democratic candi- 
date running against Crane whom he 
termed "potentially the most dangerous 
man in the nation." 


Frank also pointed out that a realistic 


campaign against Crane would require 
substantial financial contributions from 
the party organization. He told the com-

college campuses. 


Homecoming parades arc striking 


up everywhere, for the first time In 
three years on some campuses. More 
college women are wearing dresses 
instead of slacks. And even many of 
the slacks-set Is clod In permanent 
press or wool tailored jeans, replac- 
ing the standard uniform of faded de- 
nim and sweatshirts. 


It's back to the days when men arc 


men and women, even If they are 
more liberated, are trying to look 
more feminine. Dut the superficial, 
outward signs of a changing attitude 
on campus arc showing up in another 
old tradition, the sororities and fra- 
ternities. 


aitOWING NUMBERS of college 


freshmen arc lining up to participate 
In the Greek membership drive 
called "rush," where sororities and 
fraternities throw open their doors 
and try to sell their group to the 
"rushees" In a series of parties or 
dinners. Although the system varies 
from campus to campus, the central 
idea of a concentrated time to sell 
the Greek system remains. 


As one sorority advisor put It, 


"They (Greeks) have a commodity 
that other people arc Interested in 
buying ... friendship." And dcspitn 
costs of up to $530 for a first year 
member to join a sorority or frater- 
nity, more and more people arc turn- 
ing to the system as an Important 
part of the total college experience. 


At the University of Illinois in 


Champalgn-Urbana, twice as many 
women are signed up for sorority 
rush this year as compared to 1971. 
Two hundred women pledged sorori- 
ties In 1971. In 1972, -100 of the 000 
women who went through rush 
pledged sororities. And this year, an 
estimated 1,150 to 1,200 women arc 
signed to participate In the formal 
rush program which started last 
weekend. 


THE TREND Is nationwide, ac- 


cording to staff advisors for frater- 
nities and sororities around the state. 
Why? Most advisors point to a 
changed attitude among freshmen 
and a shift in approach inside the 
Greek system Itself. 


First, the changing freshmen: Col- 


lego students are "studying like cra- 
zy," according to Greek advisor Wlll- 
nrd Broom at the U. of I. At "North- 
ern Illinois University hi DeKalb, so- 
rority staff adviser Pat Takemoto 
said "This year's homecoming is the 
biggest In a long time. The students 
arc more Interested In organizations 
and traditions." 


"The kids arc not asking the usual 


questions of the late '603," said fra- 
ternity advisor Robert Hendrickson 
at Northwestern University In Evans- 
ton. Instead of queries about Hell 
Week or Initiation rigors, freshmen 
at Northwestern are asking "' Are 
you a close group?' or 'What's the 
group feeling toward the fraternity?' 
They didn't pledge quickly," Hen- 
drickson said. 


MOST OF THE sorority and frater- 


nity advisors sec the new attitudes 
among students as a reflection of the 
entire society. 


During the student activism years 


of the 1960s, "the student was a rath- 
er serious Individual, wrapped up in 
the urgency of solving the country's 
problems. All of this affected all 
kinds of student organizations," said 
sorority advisor and assistant dean 
of women Kay Mangum at North- 
western. The 1960s freshman came to 
college after being reared to be a 
young adult, then was set back when 
he was treated as an adolescent 
when he set foot on campus. Besides 
the protests of the "In loco parentls" 
approach of the 1960s college admin- 
istrations, students began flexing 
their youth power muscles In nation- 
al politics. 


"In the 1960s, students were really 


an effective lobbying group. It got 
out of hand and they lost their effec- 
tiveness," Mangum explained. In 
1971, disillusioned students retreated 
to Isolationism, and now, "People 
are once again interested in groups," 
Mangum said, describing the newest 
class as "a little more con- 
servative." 


BUT IF INCOMING freshmen are 


a new breed of rushees, the people 
on the other side of rush have 
changed, too. 


"The Greek houses have moved 


away from the more rinky-dlnk tra- 
ditions. In the fraternities, the big 
thing used to be Hell Week and haz- 
ing. That's pretty much out now," 
said U. of I. advisor Broom. The 
changes didn't come easily. 


The 1968-70 years meant a big drop 


In interest In the Greek system, and 
fraternities "had to react to that. A 
lot refused to change," Broom said. 


The process of change, according 


to the U. of I. advisor, came in three 
ways, all reflecting society's reac- 
tions to the turmoil of the '60s. First, 
there were fraternities that en- 
trenched themselves In the old tradi- 
tions and refused to change (Broom 
equated them to Barry Goldwater's 


approach). At the other end were the 
"unfraternities," the groups that 
threw away every tradition to be- 
come the Greek equivalent of Jerry 
Rubin, Broom said. 


Now, the fraternities who were 


somewhere In the middle in changing 
are the strongest. Northwestern's 
Hendrickson called It his "gut level 
feeling" that the freshmen arc look- 
ing for the houses that have retained 
the good traditions. 


"It's gone over a lot of good, 


healthy revision and change," Hen- 
drickson said. 


WITH THE structured rush period 


just completed at Northwestern, so- 
rorities have pledged 2-40 women, an 
increase of 21 per cent from last 
year. Northwestern has traditionally 
been a big sorority and fraternity 
school, where 31 per cent of the en- 
tire undergraduate population is af- 
filiated with the Greek system. 


"Traditionally, 
Northwestern's 


been called kind of a cold place. So- 
rorities provide a closer contact with 
a greater number of diverse people 
than any other way," Mangum said 
•In support of the system. 


"A lot of alums (sorority and fra- 


ternity members who have gradu- 
ated) are out of touch with where the 
sorority system is. They think it kind 
of dried up and blew away," Mang- 
um added. 


But by all Indications, the system 


of college sororities and fraternities 
is making a comeback. Whether it is 
happening because the system has 
changed, the students have changed 
or society as a whole Is changing, 
Greek life on campus appears to be 
entering a new cycle of growth.

Voters in the traditionally conservative 


Republican Northwest suburbs favor the 
Impeachment of President Nixon by a 7 
to 1 margin based upon telegrams re- 
ceived by U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, 
R-l2lh. 


Edward Murnano, Crane spokesman, 


said the congressman's Washington of- 
fice has received about 300 telegrams 
since Saturday when the President an- 
nounced the firing of special Watergate 
prosecutor Archibald Cox, Deputy U.S. 
Atty. Gen. William RuckcLshaus and the 
resignation of Atty. Gen. Eliot Richard- 
son. Of the telegrams, Murnano said 
about 50 came from outside his congres- 
sional district. 


"Yes, I'd say we've been receiving 


quite n number of telegrams on the mat- 
ter of Impeachment. They've been com- 
ing In droves. Most of the ones we have 
gotten so far were sent Saturday or Sun- 
day. In fact, wo arc still getting ones 
sent over the weekend," he said Wednes- 
day. 


CRANE EARLIER had told The Her- 


ald that he believed the sentiment for Im- 
peachment stems largely from the fir- 
ing of Special Prosecutor Archibald Cox. 
The firing of Cox, a presidential ap- 
pointee, ho said, could not be considered 
on "Impcnchable offense." 


Crane also said that he did not consid- 


er tlic President to bo in violation of a 
court order, since ho had offered the 
court a compromise In an attempt to sat- 
isfy Judge John Sirica's ruling on the 


Watergate tapes. He added, however that 
he would be obliged to vote for Impeach- 
ment should the President resist a ruling 
by the Supreme Court. 


Murnane said telegrams have come 


from all over the country. 


"Of the out-of-distrlct ones, the count is 


about 10 to 1 favoring impeachment. 
These telegrams appear to be part of an 
organized effort to contact all members 
of congress. The ones from within the 
district arc running approximately 7 to 1 
for impeachment," he said. 


MURNANE cautioned against taking 


this early count as reflecting the senti- 
ment of the area. 


"There are about 500,000 In the 12th 


congressional district, and the 200 or 250 
responses so far do not make up wide- 
spread support for impeachment of the 
President. There are very few other Is- 
sues, however, that would 
generate 


this," he said. 


Murnane said the Washington office of 


Western Union had received a record 
number of telegrams since events of the 
past four days. 


"They (Western Union) arc behind 


schedule. As I said, we are still getting 
wires dated from the weekend. We have 
yet to get any sent since the President 
released the tapes to Judge (John) Si- 
rica. The number supporting the Presi- 
dent may catch up as these new ones 
come in," he said. 


M u r n a n e said Crane's Arlington 


Heights and Chicago offices had received 
about 100 telephone calls since Saturday. 
He said the calls were evenly divided be- 
tween those supporting Nixon and those 
calling for his ouster.

More 
college women are wearing dresses 
instead of slacks. And even many of 
the slacks-set Is clad in permanent 
press or wool tailored jeans, replac- 
ing the standard uniform of faded de- 
nim and sweatshirts. 


It's back to the days when men aro 


men and women, even if they arc 
more liberated, arc trying to look 
more feminine. But the superficial, 
outward signs of a changing attitude 
on campus aro showing up In another 
old tradition, the sororities and fra- 
ternities. 


GROWING NUMBERS of college 


freshmen aro lining up to participate 
In the Greek membership drive 
called "rush," where sororities and 
fraternities throw open their doors 
and try to sell their group to the 
"rushccs" in a scries of parties or 
dinners. Although the system varies 
from campus to campus, the central 
Idea of a concentrated time to sell 
the Greek system remains. 


As one sorority advisor put it, 


"They (Greeks) have a commodity 
that other people are interested in 
buying ... friendship." And despite 
cost* of up to $550 for a first year 
member to Join a sorority or frater- 
nity, more and more people are turn- 
ing to the system as an important 
part of the total college experience. 


At the University of Illinois in 


Champalgn-Urbana, twice as many 
women are signed up for sorority 
rush this year as compared to 1971. 
Two hundred women pledged sorori- 
ties in 1971. In 1972, -100 of the 900 
women who went through rush 
pledged sororities. And this year, an 
estimated 1,150 to 1,200 women are 
signed to participate in the formal 
rush program which started last 
weekend. 


THE TREND Is nationwide, ac- 


cording to staff advisors for frater- 
nities and sororities around the state. 
Why? Most advisors point to a 
changed attitude among freshmen 
and a shift in approach inside the 
Greek system itself. 


First, the changing freshmen: Col- 


lege students arc "studying like cra- 
zy," according to Greek advisor Will- 
ard Broom at the U. of I. At North- 
ern Illinois University In DeKalb, so- 
rority staff adviser Pat Takemoto 
said "This year's homecoming is the 
biggest in a long time. The students 
arc more interested in organizations 
and traditions." 


"The kids arc not asking the usual 


questions of the late '603," said fra- 
ternity advisor Robert Hendrickson 
at Northwestern University in Evans- 
ton. Instead of queries about Hell 
Week or initiation rigors, freshmen 
at Northwestern are asking "' Arc 
you a close group?1 or 'What's the 
group feeling toward the fraternity?' 
They didn't pledge quickly," Hen- 
drickson sold. 


MOST OF THE sorority and frater- 


nity advisors see the new attitudes 
among students as a reflection of the 
entire society. 


During the student activism years 


of the 1960s, "the student was a rath- 
er serious individual, wrapped up in 
the urgency of solving the country's 
problems. All of this affected all 
kinds of student organizations," said 
sorority advisor and assistant dean 
of women Kay Mangum at North- 
western. The 1960s freshman came to 
college after being reared to be a 
young adult, then was set back when 
he was treated as an adolescent 
when he set foot on campus. Besides 
the protests of the "in loco parentis" 
approach of the 1960s college admin- 
istrations, 
students began 
flexing 


their youth power muscles in nation- 
al politics. 


"In the 1960s, students were really 


an effective lobbying group. It got 
out of hand and they lost their effec- 
tiveness," Mangum explained. In 
1971, disillusioned students retreated 
to isolationism, and now, "People 
are once again Interested in groups," 
Mangum said, describing the newest 
c l a s s as "a little more con- 
servative." 


BUT IF INCOMING freshmen are 


a new breed of rushees, the people 
on the other side of rush have 
changed,too. 


"The Greek houses have moved 


away from the more rlnky-dink tra- 
ditions. In the fraternities, the big 
thing used to be Hell Week and haz- 
ing. That's pretty much out now," 
said U. of I. advisor Broom. The 
changes didn't come easily. 


The 1968-70 years meant a big drop 


In interest In the Greek system, and 
fraternities "had to react to that. A 
lot refused to change," Broom said. 


The process of change, according 


to the U. of I. advisor, came in three 
ways, all reflecting society's reac- 
tions to the turmoil of the '60s. First, 
there were fraternities that en- 
trenched themselves in the old tradi- 
tions and refused to change (Broom 
equated them to Barry Goldwater's 


approach). At the other end were the 
"unfraternities," the groups that 
threw away every tradition to be- 
come the Greek equivalent of Jerry ' 
Rubin, Broom said. 


Now, the fraternities who were 


somewhere in the middle in changing 
are the strongest. Northwestern's 
Hendrickson called it his "gut level 
feeling" that the freshmen are look- 
ing for the houses that have retained 
the good traditions. 


"It's gone over a lot of good, 


healthy revision and change," Hen- 
drickson said. 


WITH THE structured rush period 


just completed at Northwestern, so- 
rorities have pledged 240 women, an 
increase of 21 per cent from last 
year. Northwestern has traditionally 
been a big sorority and fraternity 
school, where 31 per cent of the en- 
tire undergraduate population is af- 
filiated with the Greek system. 


"Traditionally, 
Northwestern's 


been called kind of a cold place. So- 
rorities provide a closer contact with 
a greater number of diverse people 
than any other way," Mangum said 
in support of the system. 


"A lot of alums (sorority and fra- 


ternity members who have gradu- 
ated) are out of touch with where the 
sorority system is. They think it kind 
of dried up and blew away," Mang- 
um added. 


But by all indications, the system 


of college sororities and fraternities 
Is making a comeback. Whether it is 
happening because the system has 
changed, the students have changed 
or society as a whole is changing, 
Greek life on campus appears to be 
entering a new cycle of growth.

Telegrams to Crane urge impeachment

Voters In the traditionally conservative 


Republican Northwest suburbs favor the 
Impeachment of President Nixon by a 7 
to 1 margin based upon telegrams re- 
ceived by US. Rep. Philip M. Crane, 
R-12th. 


Edward Murnanc, Crane spokesman, 


said the congressman's Washington of- 
fice has received about 300 telegrams 
since Saturday when the President an- 
nounced the firing of special Watergate 
prosecutor Archibald Cox, Deputy U.S. 
Atty. Gen. William Ruckelshaus and the 
resignation,'of Atty. Gen. Eliot Richard- 
son. Of the telegrams, Murnane said 
about 50 came from outside his congres- 
sional district. 


"Yes, I'd ,say we've been receiving 


quite a number of telegrams on the mat- 
ter of impeachment. They've been com- 
ing in droves. Most of the ones we have 
gotten so far were sent Saturday or Sun- 
day. In fact, we arc still getting ones 
sent over the weekend," he said Wednes- 
day. 


CRANE EARLIER had told The Her- 


ald that he believed the sentiment for im- 
peachment stems largely from the fir- 
ing of Special Prosecutor Archibald Cox.

of the 1960s, "the student was a rath- 
er serious Individual, wrapped up in 
the urgency of solving the country's 
problems. All of this affected all 
kinds of student organizations," said 
sorority advisor and assistant dean 
of women Kay Mangum at North- 
western. The 1960s freshman came to 
college after being reared to be a 
young adult, then was set back when 
he was treated as an adolescent 
when he set foot on campus. Besides 
the protests of the "in loco parentls" 
approach of the 1960s college admin- 
istrations, students began flexing 
their youth power muscles in nation- 
al politics. 


"In the 1960s, students were really 


an effective lobbying group. It got 
out of hand and they lost their effec- 
tiveness," Mangum explained. In 
1971, disillusioned students retreated 
to Isolationism, and now, "People 
are once again interested in groups," 
Mangum said, describing the newest 
class as "a little more con- 
servative." 


BUT IF INCOMING freshmen are 


a new breed of rushees, the people 
on the other side of rush have 
changed, too. 


"The Greek houses have moved 


away from the more rinky-dink tra- 
ditions. In the fraternities, the big 
thing used to be Hell Week and haz- 
ing. That's pretty much out now," 
said U. of I. advisor Broom. The 
changes didn't come easily. 


The 1968-70 years meant a big drop 


in interest in the Greek system, and 
fraternities "had to react to that. A 
lot refused to change," Broom said. 


The process of change, according 


to the U. of I. advisor, came in three 
ways, all reflecting society's reac- 
tions to the turmoil of the '60s. First, 
there were fraternities 
that en- 


trenched themselves in the old tradi- 
tions and refused to change (Broom 
equated them to Barry Goldwatcr's 


approach). At the other end were the 
"unfraternlties," the groups that 
threw away every tradition to be- 
come the Greek equivalent of Jerry 
Rubin, Broom said. 


Now, the fraternities who were 


somewhere in the middle in changing 
are the strongest. Northwestern's 
Hendrickson called it his "gut level 
feeling" that the freshmen are look- 
ing for the houses that have retained 
the good traditions. 


"It's gone over a lot of good, 


healthy revision and change," Hen- 
drickson said. 


WITH THE structured rush period 


just completed at Northwestern, so- 
rorities have pledged 240 women, an 
increase of 21 per cent from last 
year. Northwestern has traditionally 
been a big sorority and fraternity 
school, where 31 per cent of the en- 
tire undergraduate population is af- 
filiated with the Greek system. 


"Traditionally, 
Northwestern's 


been called kind of a cold place. So- 
rorities provide a closer contact with 
a greater number of diverse people 
than any other way," Mangum said 
in support of the system. 
. "A iot of alums (sorority and fra- 
ternity members who have gradu- 
ated) are out of touch with where the 
sorority system is. They think it kind 
of dried up and blew away," Mang- 
um added. 


But by all indications, the system 


of college sororities and fraternities 
is making a comeback. Whether it is 
happening because the system has 
changed, the students have changed 
or society as a whole is changing, 
Greek life on campus appears to be 
entering a new cycle of growth.

Crafts room adds dimension to Greenbriar School

At Grccnbrier School, a young student 


Is mystified by several math problems 
he has been working on for the good 
part of the hour. But ho thinks of the 
activity that will follow when ho finishes 
his work, and soon after, he manages to 
hand in ItLi paper. 


Suddenly Ilia door opens and he runs 


out ami Into another room nearby. Loud 
nol.iw, banging and tho Indistinguishable 
hum of children's voices pour out of Hint 
room. 


Inside small groups of children arc ab- 


sorbed In different projects. David 
Thoma.i hammers a nail Into n piece of 
wixxl to make a model airplane. Stuart 


Tcmplcton saws a piece of wood for tho 
bottom of a bird house he's making. Ca- 
sey Statcn mixes spoonfuls of plaster to 
make a medallion necklace. 


"The kids need to have a place to go to 


do creative things other than in the 
classroom,'" said Alan Swanson, princi- 
pal of Grecnbrlcr School. 


The arts and crafts workshop, which 


began this school year, provides a creat- 
ive outlet for the children, hc'sald. "It's 
for the child to let out his frustrations." 


THE WORKSHOP Idea stemmed from 


school officials' hopes of creating an 
open classroom concept at Grcenbrier. A 
committee of teachers is responsible for 
Its operation.

and pottory. Tho workshop it de- 
tignod to enable children to let out 
steam or to jutf get away from tho 
classroom when they fool the need. 


"At first they thought of a wood shop," 


said Swanson, "but perhaps that was too 
much geared to the boys. They decided 
to put in weaving, pottery and a variety 
of things a child can do." 


So parents donated old hand tools, such 


as saws and hammers, and pieces of 
lumber and other supplies. The district 
purchased a potter's wheel, clay, a small 
weaving loom and of course, points, 
crayons and paper. 


The workshop is supervised by a teach- 


er's aid, Nancy Bradley. The workshop is 
open for two hours a day and children 
can attend sessions on an open schedule. 
Tho time when a student can come in is 
determined between child and teacher. 


"It's a good incentive device," said 


Swanson. "Sometimes kids would be a 
little slow about doing their work and 
this would help them speed up." 


"Right now it's quantity versus quali- 


ty," ho said, adding that he hopes more 
individual attention can be given to the 
students in the future. "We try to get as 
many children exposed to this as pos- 
sible." 


CHILDREN WORK together on huge 


telephone cable spools among boxes of 
yarn, paints and clay. A tiny first grade 
student tackles a piece of wood with a 
saw, which is obviously a bit oversized 
for him to control. 


."Some of these kids never get a ham- 


mer or saw in their hands," said Swan- 
son. "A few parents think that their child 
is too young to handle tools. So the little 
guy might be scared stiff. But he finds 
out that ho can do something with a tool, 
that he can build something with it." 


At another section of the room, a group 


of boys with huge lumps of red clay in 
their hands, wait to take their turns on 
the potter's wheel. It is up to the children 
to cooperate and work together when 
they arc in the room. 


"It places responsibility on the child 


for his activity," said Swanson. "And 
they don't want to lose the privilege." He 
added that the children can follow any 
project they want, but basic safe- 
ty rules are always stressed. 


The workshop is also designed for the 


child who Isn't Interested in the ncadem- 
Ic studies In school. But for most, it pro- 
vides an alternative to the classroom. 
"Kids like it so much that they ask to 
come in during recess," Swanson said.
